Farmers have been swarming in here ever 
Monday and today the excitement is at 
Ys height. The post-office here is the head- 
of the settlers, and they have congre- 
to the extent of filling the general store 
ghere the local business for Uncle Sam is 
N They are those who have become 
by the Indians and have aban- 
doned their homes, which are located between 
here and Thief River. There are about twen- 
ty or thirty families now collected here. 
None of them seem to have any correct idea 
of the condition of affairs, however, and it is 
difficult to obtain any authentic information. 
Sam Oleson, who tells a little more intelli- 
gent story than the others, says Thursday he 
was: over in one of the camps, just across the 
river, located about four miles above the 
Village of Thief River Falls and about eight 
‘miles from this place. While he was there the 
Indians were apparently peaceable, but were 
considerably excited over the religious craze 
which has been imported from the Turtle 
Mountain camps. The Indians have erected a 
large bark wigwam a few miles from the 
camp visited by Oleson and here the ghost 
dances ure now going on day and night. The 
dance is started at about 11 o’clock each night 
‘and kept up until morning, and then com- 
“menced slong towards noon and continued 
until late in the afternoon. 
One of the Indians with whom Oleson talked 
said there was going to be trouble and that by 
the time spring opened there would not be a 
white man’s house on this side of the river 
within the immediate vicinity of the line that 
would not be burned to the ground. Oleson 
says the Indian did not say they had any 
grievances against the settlers or the Govern- 
ment and he did not make any inquiries in the 
matter. He was badly frightened, and not 
only hurriedly left the camp, but yesterday 
abandoned his home and with his family 
moved into this village. While many of the

9 two well-dressed young men giving the 
names of E. J. Gilmore and F. S. Lee ar- 
rived in Louisville. They represented that 
they were looking for a suitable location for 
a commission-house. Gilmore claimed to be 
from Chicago and Lee from a point in Massa- 
chusetts. They succeeded in getting several 
prominent business-men interested in them, 
and as they seemed possessed of unlimited 
means they experienced no difficulty in get- 
ting an auspicious start. They represented to 
their friends that they had been associated in 
business together for a number of years; that 
they had a main business-house in New York 
City anda branchin Chicago. Their assets 
they said were boundless.’ 

They furnished references from New York 
and Chicago, and also without authority gave 
the Fourth National Bank of this city as ref- 
erences. A business house was rented and 
with half a dozen drummers the newcomers 
did a big business, as they paid higher prices 
than rivals, 

They established an extensive credit 
through the neighboring counties and all 
went well. This morning their business 
house was not opened, and examination 
showed that the proprietors were gone. The 
news soon spread, and during the day checks, 
aggregating several thousand dollars, poured 
into the Kentucky National Bank, but which 
the swindlers had leftno money to meet. 
The country had not yet been heard from, but 
it is believed the whole amount of indebted- 
ness will reach $10,000. The property left be- 
hind was attached and is worth about $500. 


DECIDED IN FAVOR OF THE LOTTERIES. 


A Louisville Judge Upholds the Rights of 
Gambling Concerns, 

Lovisvitie, Ky., Jan. 24.—[Special. ]—This 
morning Judge Witham L. Jackson of the 
Circuit Court brought in his decision in the 
lottery test case of John Mansir. He decides 
Mansir not gutity; and maintains the position 
of the lottery attorneys, He holds that the 
act repealing the lottery license is void, and 
that the tender of money to the State Auditor 
is, in effect, the obtaining of a new license. 
After recapitulating the circumstances under 
which the case arose, his Honor says: 

That actif valid is not retrospective in its ef- 
fects; its language is that it shall hereafter be 
unlawful for the Auditor of Public Accounts to 
issue any license to any person or corporation to 
operate the Frankfort lottery of Kentucky or the 
Henry Ace lemy and Henry Female College lot- 
tery. This act is clearly void. No decision, En- 
glish or American, can be found that permits a 
discrimination between the members of a class. 
This court judicially knows from reported opin- 
ions of the Court of Appeals that there are other 
lotteries em in the class designated in Sec. 
22. The Legislature may select a class and legis- 
late in regard to that class, but having selected 
the class, it cannot discriminate between those 
who compose it. This is elementary law. 

The decision was hailed with joy by the lot- 
tery people, The Commonwealth took an 
appeal.

MR. GAGE WILL RETIRE. 


THE WORLD’S FAIR DIRECTORY TO 
LOSE ITS PRESIDENT. 


His Term Expires in April—He Cannot Ac- , 


cept a Re-election—To Succeed Mr. Nick- 
erson at the First National—His New 
Duties Will Require His Entire Atten- 
tion—General Regret Expressed—Other 
Members of the Board May Step Out. 
Lyman J. Gage created great surprise and 
regret in World’s Fair circles yesterday by 
announc.ng that he would retire from the 
Presidency of the World’s Columbian Expo- 
sition the Ist of April. This decision he de- 
clared to be final. He will not resign, but 
simply decline reélection upon the expiration 


of his present term of office, which terminates. 


in April, when the annual election of direc- 
tors takes place. 

Upon his retirement from the Presidency of 
the World’s Fair Board of Directors Mr. Gage 
will assume the Presidency of the First Na- 
tional Bank. This, he announces, is his sole 
— for declining a reélection to the former 
office. 

There is no hidden reason for my action,“ 
said Mr. Gage yesterday. I gave up the 
Presidency for business reasons alone. The 
duties are daily growing more responsible. I 
had either to give up the banking business or 
the responsibilities of my present position 
with the World’s Fair directory. One man 
cannot properly attend to both. 


It could hardly be adoubtful questiom with: 


me, under the circumstances, as to what I 
should do. Banking is the business of my 
life. Any position with the World’s Fair will 
be a work of two or three years. IL could not 
afford to cut off my connection with the First 
National Bank for what the World’s Fair 
might offer. , 
One Man's Whole Time Required. 

Up to the present time I have managed to 
perform the duties of both positions, but the 
work of the President of the World’s Fair 
Directory is just beginning. Next year it will 
require the entire time and attention of one 
man. Whoever is elected to the position 
should be paid well for his services, for the 
duties will be of the most exacting character.“ 

Then there is no matter of dissatisfaction 
oranything of that sort which has contrib- 
uted to form your decision!“ 

None whatever. I could go right along 
with the directors and maintain the pleasant 
relations that have existed in the past. They 
are a pretty independent lot, but I think we 
could continue to get along together.“ 

“It is understood that you are to be pro- 
moted to the Presidency of the bank?“ 

„Well. I guess that is correct. Mr. Nicker- 
son declined reélection to the Presidency until 
it was understood thatthe might retire as soon 
as I saw a way of relieving myself of so much 
World's Fair work and assuming his duties. T did 
not wish to resign, and thought it best to wait 
until next April, when my term of offloe ex- 
pires.“ 

Shall you withdraw entirely from the 
World's Fair?” 

No; if reélected as a member of the. di- 
rectory I would do whatI could as a mem- 
ber. 

Is your decision final?” 

Les, I have considered the matter for 
some time and nothing could change my de- 
termination.“ 

Mr. Gage's retirement from the Presidency 
of the directory was regarded in World's Fair 
circles as most unfortunate. He has at all 
times been temperate, reasonable, and concil- 
iatory, and probably did more than any one 
else to harmonize the warring elements in the 
directory and bring that body into harmoni- 
ous relations with the National Commission. 
Everybody regretted his proposed retirement, 
and some refused to believe it. 

It's all vonsense, said Director-General 
Davis. Gage has got to stay with us. We 
can’t. do without him.“ 

It would be a misfortune for the Fair were 
Mr. Gage to retire, said Secretary Dickinson 
of the National Commission. I hardly 
believe he will do it.“ 


GENERAL REGRET EXPRESSED. 


What Some of the Directors 
Changes in Prospect.

He 
added certain elements of success to the 
directory that appealed to both local and out- 
side interests. It would have been perhaps 
better to have delayed until April 
any intimation of the step taken. 
Of course, Mr. Gage’s new duties 
as President of the First National Bank will 
not permit him to give such a large portion of 
his time to outside duties as demanded by the 
Presidency of the World’s Fair Directory. It 
will be a question with some others whether 
they can continue after the April election on 
account of the amount of time taken up by its 
duties. My own idea is that only men should 
be appointed of wealth and leisure sufficient 
to give it the attention it demands. I myself 
have not, and I find the committee work great- 
er than I had contemplated.” 


What Mr, Bryan Says. 


Vice-President Bryan said: Death and 
resignation come jn such quick succession as 
almost to take one’s breath away. I cannot 
truly say, however, that I am surprised at Mr. 
Gage’s course as the matter had been com- 
municated to me by Mr. Gage in advance of 
his public announcement. I have, in a long 
life of business, never before been intimately 
associated with any man under more unvary- 
ing pleasant relations. I regard Lyman J. 
Gage asa man of the soundest judgment, 
strongest mental resources, and absolute 
loyalty to friendship.“ 

S. M. Nickerson, President of the First Na. 
tional Bank, said: That Mr. Gage should 
take the Presidency of the bank is a step that 
has been contemplated for some time past. 
During my frequent absences he has been 
acting President and I have only waited to 
resign in favor of Mr. Gage until such a time 
as he would be released from other duties 
and be able to give to the bank’s 
affairs the undivided attention they 
demand. As President of the bank Mr. Gage 
will have such demands on his time that I do 
not see how he could possibly accept another 
position which contemplates some share of 
his attention. The change will take effect as 
soon as Mr. Gage is relieved from his other 
duties. 

„For twenty-three years he has been asso. 
ciated with the bank, and his advancement is 
in the line of a policy long before decided on. 
As for myself, I shall retain my stock and 
still be among the bank directors and devote 
to its interests whatever time I can.”

NEWS FROM THE ISLAND OF CUBA. 


Coldest Winter Ever Known-—Sugar-Cane 
Burned—Robberies and Assaults. 

Havana, Cuba, Jan. 24,—[Special.]—The 
continued northerly gales which have pre- 
vailed since New-Year’s have reduced the 
temperature all over the Island of Cuba and 
this will be noted as the. coldest winter ever 
known in this latitude. The mercury has 
fallen as low as 58° and 59°. The cold weather 
is favorable to the development of the cane, 
which is in splendid condition, and sugar- 
making is now general throughout the island. 
The estimates fora very large crop will be 
greatly reduced on account of the frequent 
fires among the standing cane, many of which 
no doubt are incendiary, and large quantities 
of the growing cane have been consumed. In 
one instance an entire plantation of more 
than 3,000 acres has been destroyed. The loss 
to the planters will be immense.

CHICAGOANS IN THE LOS ANGELES 
DEAL SEE MANY SUITS AHEAD. 


A List of the Stockholders of the Pacific 
Railway Company—The Liabilities and 
Where They Are Held—Some of the Un- 
fortunates Blame Holmes and Some Do 
Not—No Deceit in the Circular—Mr. 
Holmes in His Own Behalf. 


Limitless litigation stretches before the vis- 
ion of the stockholders of the Pacific railway 
company. Suits for $275,000 were instituted 
against the corporation and C. B. Holmes 
Friday. The claims are in the shape of notes 
given by the company and indorsed by Mr. 
Holmes. The real parties in interest are cer- 
tain banks of this city. As they did not care 
to appear as plaintiffs, deeming the advertis- 
ing they would thereby obtain as of question- 
able value, they assigned the notes to C. C. 
Whitacre and Robert Law. 

The Pacific railway company, which suc- 
ceeded to the franchises, property, good will, 
and debts of the Los Angeles Cable company, 
is composed principally of Chicago people. 
With the exception of six New York and as 
many California stockholders, all live in this 
city.

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Some Blame Holmes; Some Do Not. 

The amount of stock held by them ranges 
from a few shares to hundreds each. Under 
the laws of California each stockholder is li- 
able for debts of the corporation, to the extent 
that his holding is proportional to the capital 
stock. In future suits, or in a large majority of 
them,the stockholders will be joined as parties 
defendant. The liabilities aggregate $2,651,236. 
The largest claim is for a $150,000. Of the 
whole amount $836,000 is due to banks of Cal- 
ifornia,and secured by the first mortgage bonds 
of the Los Angeles cable company. Other 
sums amounting to $250,000 have been bor- 
rowed from banks outside of Chicago; the re- 
mainder of the indebtedness is held by finan- 
cial institutions of this city. 

Lou could scarcely mention a prominent 
bank,“ said Levy Mayer, who filed the peti- 
tions Friday, but has advanced money on 
the company’s paper. There are,” continued 
Mr. Mayer, “ bonds of the company amount- 
ing to $2,720,000 outstanding; that is to say, 
the Pacific railway cempany has issued $1,- 
600,000 of the $2,500,000 authorized, and there 
is $1,120,000 of the Los Angeles Cable com- 
pany bonds still out.“ 

Many of the stockholders are inclined to 
reproach C. B. Holmes for the loss of their 
good money. They assert that they were 
lured into the speculation by the circular set- 
ting fortn the advantages - as an investment 
and large dividends pertaining to Los Angeles 
street railway stock. They ascribe the author- 
ship of the circular to Mr. Holmes. Other 
stoc rs take a milder view of the situa- 
tion: One of them said: l 

There is no use blaming Mr Holmes for the 
failure of the Pacific Railway stock to com- 
mand a premium. He has personally suffered 
worse financially than any of the rest. I went 
into the enterprise because I thought the in- 
vestment to be sound. Unfortunately I got 
the worst of it.“ 

A Talk with Mr. Holmes. 

Mr. Holmes was called upon at his home on 
Prairie avenue yesterday. 

Is there any truth in the story that the Illi- 
nois Trust and Savings Bank certified that the 
bonds issued by the Pacific Railway company 
were first mortgage bonds? he was asked. 

„There is not. Men making a profession 
of finances would scarcely do such a thing as 
that. The old issue of the Los Angeles Cable 
company was taken into account when the 
certificate was made. The bonds on their 
face show the existence of prior bonds. There 
was no attempt at fraud. 

„Certain stockholders assert that they were 
misled by the circular setting forth the condi- 
tion of the company.“ 

If any were misled, all were. The circu- 
lar was drawn by our counsel, Edward E. Rus- 
sell, who is attorney for the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank. He is a careful man and 
would not be apt to make erroneous state- 
ments. The largest amount of money paid 
by any one for stock was $20,000. 
Every one interested regarded the investment 
as good, but the revolution in the money mar- 
ket prevented the sale of the bonds and left 
us in the lurch.“ 

% Mr. Mayer says that when your syndicate 
bought out the Los Angeles Cable company 
the only tangible effects were placed at $750,- 
000. 

„J cannot understand where he gets those 
figures. In November, 1888, the original in- 
vestment was made; the Pacifie railway com- 
pany was not incorporated until the following 
summer. There has been expended from 
time to time on construction, horses, engines, 
and rolling stock the sum of $4,000,000. We 
paid for three-quarters of the stock of the 
company $600.000. After our revurganiza- 
tion we expended 81, 700, 000 on the lines. Be- 
fore that time about $2,300,000 had been laid 
out, so that Mr. Mayer’s figures cannot be cor- 
rect. 

J. J. Mitchell, President of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank, said: 

This institution never certified that the 
last issue of bonds was a first mortgage. The 
bonds themselves and the mortgage securing 
them refer in express terms to the preéxisting 
incumbrances. There was no attempt to mis- 
lead or deceive. This bank does not hold 
$200,000 of the original bonds, as has been 
said. The bank acted only as trustee. It now 
holds some of the later issue for the purpose 
of taking up the previous bonds with the pro- 
ceeds.”

Negroes Intend to Dispose of a Mexican 
Murderer. 

Wicurra, Kas., Jan. 24.—[Special. ]—The ne- 
groes propose to attack the jail tonight and to 
lynch Gomales Luepes, a Mexican, who as- 
saulted a colored woman Wednesday last and 
afterwards attempted to kill her, and did mur- 
der a man named Dobson, who came to her 
rescue. It is said some 200 are leagued to- 
gether for this purpose. There is great excite- 
ment among the colored population and they 
are gathering at one or two points in large 
numbers. A special guard of deputies has 
been sworn in at the jail.

WILSON HOWARD’S MURDEROUS CAREER. 


Found in San Quentin Prison He Will Be 
Returned te Missouri for Trial. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Jan. 24.—[Special.]— 
Wilson Howard of Harlan County, Kentucky, 
whose reputation as a desperado is second 
only to that of Jesse James or Craig Tolliver, 
has, according to a Sacramento, Cal., dis- 
patch of yesterday, been discovered in the 
San Quentin Penitentiary under the alias of 
Charles Brown. In August, 1890, he was sent 
from Calveras County, this State, for robbing 
aman. In addition to five or six murders in 
Kentucky, Wilson Howard is under indict- 
ment in Marie County, Missouri, for the mur- 
der of an inoffensive deaf mute, Thomas Mc- 
Michaels, After committing this last mur- 
der he escaped and came to California, 
only to find his way into State prison. When 
his whereabouts was definitely ascertained 
Gov. Wrancis of Missouri appointed T. V. Im- 
boden of Pulaski County, the agent of that 
State,to go to California and return with How- 
ard, to betried for murder. J. 8. Bailey of 
Harlan County, Kentucky, who is intimately 
acquainted with the desperado and his fam- 
ily, accompanied Imboden to this State 
for the purpose of identifying How- 
ard. The . identification was complete. 
Agent Imboden has presented Gov. Mark- 
ham with the requisition of the Governor of 
Missouri for Howard’s body, but as Howard 
is aconvict the agent has asked that he be 
pardoned, that he might be taken back imme- 
diately to Missouri. There being a question 
in the mind of Gov. Markham as to his right 
to grant the pardon, he asked for the opinion 
of the Attorney General, who replied that 
there are three ways in which Howard may 
be taken back to Missouri—either by pardon, 
commutation of sentence, or after the com- 
pletion of the term of imprisonment. The 
Governor will decide on the application at an 
early day, and it is likely that under the cir- 
cumstances he will grart the pardon. 


CHOKED THE OLD MAN TO DEATH. 


Elbridge Reed’s Wife Believed to Mave In- 
stigated His Murder. 
Bosrox, Mass,, Jan. 24.—There was a mys- 
tery surrounding the death of Elbridge G. 
Reed at Salem, N. H., Thursday night, and there 
is but ittle doubt expressed that the men now 
confined in the police station in Haverhill, Dan 
Murphy, alias The Masher,” and Frank 
Noods, are his murderers. The developments 
of the last twenty-four hours have shown that 
there are good grounds for the statement that the 
murder was the most brutal ever perpetrated 
in New Hampshire. The motive of the mur- 
der, the police say, lies with the wife of the 
murdered man, who, if not an accomplice in 
the deed, was, they claim, the instigator of it. 
cause was infatuation for Dan Murphy, 
who has been working in Salem during the 
last season, and whose name has been freely 
connected with that of Mrs. Reed by the 
townspeople. It was evidently a premeditated 
and carefully-planned means of getting the old 
man out of the way and installing Murphy as 
master of the farm, as he has often boasted he 
soon would be. From the police it is learned 
that they have evidence that the two men 
were carried from this city in a wagon to the 
house of Mr. Reed about 9 o’clock on Thurs- 
day evening; that Mrs. Reed came to the door 
and greeted them, giving Murphy the addi- 
tional welcome of a kiss; that soon after they 
entered the house, whether from any real 
cause or merely for one made asa pretext is 
not known, Mr. Reed and the two visitors got 
into a quarrel, in which the former was 
choked and beaten and kicked until he was 
dead. His body was then dragged into the 
barn and left, where it was found. The two 
men and Mrs. Reed have been arrested.

Independent Oil Refiners Say They Are 
Discriminated Against by the Railroads. 
Burrato, N. I., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—An

finers and producers, representing the States 
of New York, Pennsylvania, and Ohio, was 
held at Oil City, and an organization was

A resolution was adopted urging Congress to 

pass a proposed amendment to the Inter-State 

Commerce law whereby all fines and 

penalties imposed upon violators of the law 

shall be given to the Cémplaining shippers.

Two Wyoming Cowboys Settle a Dispute 
with Six-Shooters. 

Cuzyrennz, Wyo., Jan. 24.—[ Special. De- 
tails of the duel between cowboys at Lander 
have been received which show it to have been 
a deliberately planned affair. One of the cow- 
boys goes by the nume of “‘ Six-Shooter Billy“ 
and the other is called Dab.“ Their trouble 
arose over a game of cards and they decided 
to settle it with six-shooters. They adjourned 
to a corral near the ranch buildings. Several 
cowboys attempted to stop the fight but with- 
out success. The men stood back to back, 
then each walked flrteen steps, turned, and 
commenced firing. “ Six-Shooter Billy” was 
killed, four bullets striking him before he 
fell.

ANOTHER 8TOCK-YARDS BILL. 


Provisions of a Measure Introduced by Sen- 
ator Secrest. 

Spaivcriziyv, III., Jan. 24.—The bill pro- 

viding for the regulation of stock-yards’ 


charges which will probably receive the most 


attention from the General Assembly was 
introduced in the Senate today by Senator 
Secrest.

They 
were both elected as Republicans and both are 
for that bill. When he got back from Spring- 
field early in the week Senator Farwell found 
that some of his Democratic friends had been 
quoting him against the Election bill, He at 
once took pains to announce that while he 
had not much longer to serve he proposed to 
continue ta serve as a Republican, and he was 
for the National Election measure and any 
other legislation to which his party was 
pledged.

Will Not Hurt the Fair.

Between Park Row 
and Sixteenth street the park would havea 
cote of 1,000 feet, and between T wenty-second 
and Sixteenth streets the park depth would be 
500 feet. He had drawn up the ordinance em- 
bodying the ideas of the Michigan avenue 
property-owners, who had the right to an un- 
obstructed view of the lake from Madison 
street to Park Row. The World’s Fair had 
made it to have a greater de to 
the Lake-Front in order to place buildings 
there. For this reason and for the benefit of 
Chicago the property-owners had consented 
to give up some of their rights. The Lake- 
Front was at present rendered unfit for park 
purposes because of the soot smoke from 
the engines and the lines of unsightly freight- 
trains standing east of the present park line. 

Removal Willi Not Solve It. 

The removal of the tracks 600 feet further 
east would not solve the problem. The cars 
and engines occupying the tracks there would 
still obstruct the lake view. The park should 
extend east of the tracks. The city should 
have the shore line. The decision of Justice 
Harlan gave the city the right to go outside of 
the railroad walleither for parks or docking 
purposes. Now was the time to put the tracks 
out of sight. The terminal facilities that the 
road was getting would be worth $40,000,000, 
It would give up some property rights for 
which it would receive much more in return 
and which property it never could acquire by 
any other method. Mr. Hamline insisted that 
the arcade plan was feasible. It would not 
cost more than $2,500,000, even though the 
one should be extended back as far as 

hirty-first street.

The extra 100 feet in 
width would give 88 acres, worth 812. 
500,000 —840, 000,000 in all. The depth between 
the Randolph street viaduct and the tracks was 
but sevanteen feet. 

Mr, Gottlieb said that if in constructing the 
arcade a quicksand were met it might cost 
more then $2,500,000. The plan was quite 
feasible and ventilation and lighting could be 
provided for.

HOW ABOUT THAT FORCE BILL? 


Southern Commissioners Think the Measure 
Will Prove Disastrous to Their People. 


Much comment is being excited at Exposi- 


Legislatures of Alabama, Tennessee, and 
Texas, which have refused to make appropria- 
tions for the World’s Fair until they know 
what is going to be done with the Force bill, 
now pending in Congress. The Legislatures 
in question have declared that if the Force 
bill should pass the Southern States would be 
so damaged that they could not spend any 
money on the World’s Fair. 

“I think the force bill would be very hurt- 
ful to the South,” said Alternate Commis- 
sioner Hurt of Tennessee, It would lead to 
disturbances and riots that might discourage 
immigration and capital. That is the way 
the bill is looked at in the South. I am in- 
clined to believe some such result would fol- 
low. The measure will make it difficult to se- 
cure State oa. But the citizens of 
Tennessee will exhibit here whether the force 
bill passes or not. Chattanooga and 
county in which it is located will put up 8100, 
000. Other States farther south be harder 
to influence for the Fair.“ 

Texas out with much enthusiasm, 
which seems to have been dampened since the 
force bill agitation.

George E. White Talks of the Suicide of 
0 Hiram Branham at Litchfield, Minn. 

“3 I wish it had been $50,000 instead of $15,000 
if it would have saved his life, and I believe it 
would,” said ex-Senator George E. White re- 
garding a dispatch published yesterday from 
Litchfield, Minn. The dispatch said it had 
just come to light that the suicide of Hiram 8. 
Branham, Mayor of Litchfield and a banker, 
was caused by unwillingness to mett indig- 
nant creditors. 

“Branham was about 35 years old and I 
never knew a man more generally liked by his 
— He was engaged in a good deal of 
real estate speculation, but was considered 
conservative and careful. What became of 
the money I do not know. The ial 
from Litchfield sa e assets are $10, 
the liabilities $190,000. is figure 

00,000 too high. I don’t know who could 
have sent the dispatch, but it must have been 
inspired by malice. Not aman in that part 
of the country would dare to father it. 

“Branham was a member of the private 
banking firm of Stevens & Co., not President 
of the State bank. In August there was a 
hard run on the bank, which it stood, however. 
In September, when on my way to Yellow- 
stone Park, I sent word to Branham that I 
would put in capital with him and starta 
State bank. The capital stock was to be $50,- 
000, and Branham and I were each to take 
three-tenths of the stock. Nov. 14 I deposited 
$15,000 in a St. Paul bank to pay for my stock. 

The run on the bank had crippled Bran- 
ham, so that the arrangements for opening 
the new bank, which was to becalled the State 
Bank of Litchfield, were not completed. 
Branham had not put up his $15,000 when he 
committed suicide. Branham been sick 
for quite a while and for five days had eaten 
nothing; had a high fever and his pulse was 
as high as 184. He had bleeding atthe nose 
and ears, and the doctors say he couldn’t have 
lived more than a few days longer if he hadn’t 
shot himself. I suppose his suffering and em- 
barrassments made him temporarily insane.

During the course of an interview a few 
days ago, Mr. King, the American Consul- 
General at said that the opposition in 
France to the McKinley Tariff act was de- 
creasing. A number of manufacturers in 
that country and importers in the United 
States hurried up the xport trade six months 
ago, so that a large amount of 18 reached 
the United States before the McKinley act 
went into effect. This, said the Consul-Gen- 
eral, accounts for the decrease in consular 
business noticed for the early season of the 
year. 

“Now at Paris and at some of the other 
Consulates,” said Mr. King, more business 
has been done than during the correspondi 

riod of 1890.“ The McKinley tariff, accord- 
ng to Consul-General King, has not hurt 
French trade. The exports to the United 
States, he says, are greater than ever before. 
This, he adds, is especially the case as regards 
the goods manufactured at St. Etienne and 
Lyons. The Revue des Deux Mondes will 
shortly publish an exhaustive article upon 
American economical matters. Mr. Whitelaw 
Reid, the United States Minister to France, 
will return to Paris Monday next.

PARTIAL DESTRUCTION OF A PAPER MILL 


A $60,000 Fire at Kaukauna, Wis.—Losses 
Elsewhere, 

KAUKAUNA, Wis., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—Fire 
started in the tag-room of the Kaukauna paper 
mill at 12 0 o'clock this afternoon and totally de- 
stroyed the new half of the mill, containing rags, 
pulp, machinery, boilers, engines, and shafting. 
The western half of the mill with two large paper 
machines and forty tons of paper was saved. 
The cause of the fire was spontaneous combustion. 
The mill was owned by Van Nortwick Bros. of 
Batavia, III. It was built of stone and was one of 
the largest on the Fox River. The value of the 
plant was $150,000 ; insured for $75,000; loss about 
$60,000. Nearly 100 hands are thrown out ot em- 
ployment. The mill will be rebuilt as soon as 
possible. A strong wind was blowing and mills 
adjoining were saved with difficulty. The same 
mill was destroyed by fire in August, 1880.

Lownor, Jan. 24.—The Boulogne conference 
is over and Messrs. McCarthy and Sexton have 
returned to London, What the result of the 
conference will be is problematical. Mr. Me- 
Carthy said tonight that the meeting passed off 
smoothly, and that he has high hopes of an 
early settlement of the trouble in the Irish 


party. 

McCarthy and Sexton were fresh from Ha- 
warden, whence they went to get the assur- 
ances Parnell demands as the price of his re- 
tirement.

the fight. Senator Ingalls arrived from Wash- 
ington last night at midnight and has been 
interviewing his lieutenants all day.

of the memo was greeted with enthusi- 


astic applause; and the Alliance legislators - 


voted to have it placed on the House journal. 
All attempt at legislation was suspended, and 
the petitions of Grand Army posts discussed. 
e House adjourned until 20’clock Mon- 
day afternoon to give the Alliance members a 
chance to caucus. They began operations ät 
once, and called Alliance Senatorial aspir- 
ants before them to make ten-minute speec 
and d pledge themselves to support the nominee, 
S. W. Chase, Chairman of the Pégple’s Party 
Central Committee, stated tonight that ninety- 
two men would vote solid for the Alliance 
caucts nominee, and that Democratic help 
would not be neaded, The Republicans have 
evidently received assurances from a number 
of Alliance men declaring that they would 
support Ingalls if a deadlock ensued. ae 

At the Alliance caucus, before a candidate 
was permitted to address. the caucus he was 
— to bind himself by oath to abide by 
the decision of the caucus and not bolt the 
nomination. The candidates who appeared 
before the caucus and pressed their claims 
were: Speaker Bier of the Lower House; 
Judge Peffer, editor of the Alliance Advocate; 
Judge Doster, Ju of the District Court at 
Holton; John F. Willetts, Alliance candidate 
for Governor at the late election . 8. M. Scott, 
a farmer; C. M. Scott, State Leoturer; Frank 
McGrath, President of the State Alliance; 
Judge Hiram Stevens of Kansas City, Kas., 
who made a Me ty campaign against Sena- 
tor Ingalls at the election; and the Rev. A. J.

No nomination had been made at midnight 
and the proceedings at that time were kept 
secret. 

Senator Ingalls will not discuss either Na- 
tional issues or his own campaign. He said 
that his fight rested entirely with his friends, 
and that he knew little or „ N what 
had been going on.

A Monster Ingalls Meeting. 

A monster mass meeting was held this even- 
ing at the Grand Opera-house, attended prin- 
cipally by ex-Umion soldiers, who desired to 
give expression to their confidence and esteem 
in the Hon. John J, Ingalls, and to urge upon 
the ex-Union soldiers of the House of Repre- 
sentatives he be returned to the Senate.

THEY REDUCE MEN’S WAGES. 


Effects of Woman's Presence in the Work- 
ing World, 

New York, Jan. 24.—[Special.]—-There is a 
great deal of talk nowadays about the er- 
tension of woman’s sphere in the -working 
world.“ She has secured a place for herself 
in all the occupations of men excepting those 
which require a great deal of physical strength. 

Miss Ida VanEtten, President of the Work- 
ing-Women’s Society of New York, who has 
done more than any other woman to help her 
sisters to improve their conditions, has this to 
say about the victory: Women have now 
penetrated into all the occupations of men, 
but I cannot say, on the whole, she has 
improved the conditions which ex- 
isted before she left the home for the 
shop and factory. It seems that the further 
women enter into the business world the lower 
wages become both for herself and for men. 
Some years ago salesmen, bookkeepers, clerks, 
stenographers, typewriters, etc., had salaries 
sufficient to support them. Now they have 
not. Women came into these occupations, 
took any compensation that was offered them, 
and the employers, you may be sure, fixed 
wages at the lowest point. n men's wages 
were reduced. No employer will give more to 
a man than to a woman if he can get the 
latter to do the same work satisfactorily. The 
result has been that the wages in many occu- 
pations have been brought down below what 
was considered the living point for wen 
formerly. It is hard to get workingwomen 
to realize that they are committing almost a 
crime in driving their natural protectors and 
providers out of their occupations by accept- 
ng wages on which a man cannot live. 
I have seen a great deal of the condition of 
workingwomen in all branches of trade in 
this city, and I am compelled to say that, 
since their sphere has extended, y are 
worse off than even the workingwomen in 
London, about whom so much has been writ- 
ten. And the worst of it is they have 
men down with them to starvation w 

Here is Miss Vanetten’s remedy: ‘ 
must organize as men, said. 
should demand wages equal to those of men 
in similar occupations. Some of them are 
ccantng to a realization that this is necessary 
for their own protection as well for the main- 
tenance of living wages for men. But the 
bulk of women cannot see it yet, or don’t care 
to see it.

CURTAILS THE FEES OF CLERKS.

Judge Caldwell Renders an Important De- 
cision. 

Omana, Neb., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—An um- 
portant decision concerning Clerks’ fees in 
the Circuit Courts of the United States was 
rendered by Judge Caldwell. There has been 
a conflict of opinion as to the right of the 
Clerks to charge fees to citizens who desire to 
inspect the indexes and cross indexes of the 
judgment records of the Federal Courts.

It is 
on this motion that Judge Caldwell has ren- 
dered an opinion. 

The Judge holds that the Clerk is only en- 
titled to fees when he makes the search at the 
request of a citizen and that he has no right to 


deny to the citizen the privilege of examining .

Wasnixator, D. C., Jan. 24.— The Senate 
wet at 11 o’clock in continuation of Thurs- 
day’s session. There was no prayer, no 

and no morning hour, but there 
was a call of the roll, which showed that there 
were forty-five Senators in attendance— 


actly a quorum. Mr. Stewart took the floor 


to address the Senate on the closure resolu- 
tion, but yielded to a motion by Mr. Frye for 
an executive session on the assurance that it 
would not occupy more than five or ten min- 


utes. 

The legislative session was resumed at 11 :25, 
when Mr. Stewart took the floor and offered 
the amendment of which he had given notice 
Thursday last. It contains three proposi- 
tions, the first being to strike out of the pro- 
posed rule the words: And the question 
shall be put upon the amendments, if any 
then pending, and upon the measure in its 
guccessive stages, according to the rules 
of the Senate, but without debate,” and 
to suostitute the words: And debate on 
pending amendments and such amend- 
ments as may be offered while the meas- 
ure is under consideration shall be limited 
as provided under rule 8;’’ the second to in- 
gert in the sentence providing that no motion 
hall be in order but a motion to adjourn or 
take a recess the words to recommit with or 
without instructions, to lay on the table,“ etc. ; 
and the third being a clause that, pending pro- 
ceedings under the pr rule, rule 17 
shall be suspended.“ Rule 8, referred to in 
the first proposition, provides an “ order of 
business after the morning hour, and rule 17 
isthat when an amendment proposed to 
any pending measure is laid on the table it 
shall not carry with it or prejudice such meas- 
ure 


Mr. Faulkner demanded the yeas and nays 
onthe amendment and they were ordered. 
Mr. Stewart then commenced his argument 

ainst the proposed rule and against the 

ection bill. 

If he understood the Election bill correctly, 
its principle, if carried into effect, would be 
more prejudicial to human liberty than se- 
cession itself, because secession would have 
still retained local Governments. But with 
Federal officers to superintend local elections 
in every State in the Union there would be no 
more home rule for America, and that re- 
moved all was lost. He repeated the proposi- 
tion lying at the foundation of the Election 
bill was more dangerous than seces- 
sion. He went on to argue, 
at lengt against the constitu- 
tionality of Election bill, and was asked by 
Mr. Mitchell how he reconciled his argument 

with the act of Congress providing for the 

manner in which United States Senators are 

He replied that in regard to the 
élection of Senators there was no Federal in- 
terference [words of approval from Demo- 
cratic Senators], and that Congress had con- 
fined itself in that act exclusively within the 
provisions of the Constitution. It had fixed 
the time and manner of election and had left 
it to the State Legislatures to provide how the 
election should be conducted. It had placed 
no Federal officials over State Legislatures— 
no Marshals and no supervisors. 

A Violation of Precedent. 

The proposed rule, he said, could not be 
adopted without the violation of all rules and 
without taking from the floor some Senator 
entitled to it. Those who opposed such a pro- 
ceeding stood by the precedents of America 
for 100 years and by the precedents of Great 
Britain for 500 years, and those precedents had 
never been violated except in one single in- 
stance, when they were violated to suppress 
the home rule struggle in Ireland. If the 
rules ot the Senate were violated and the pro- 
posed rule passed that would not be the end of 
the discussion. ‘The people would be alarmed. 
They would rise up and Senators would hear a 
louder voice than they heard in the last elec- 


on. 

Not louder than we hear now,” Mr. Hoar 
suggested in a sarcastic tone. 

eT am glad.“ was Mr. Stewart’s retort, 
“that I am able to speak so that the gentle- 
man from Massachusetts is able to hear. I 
suppososed that he was entirely deaf to rea- 
son. [Laughter.] I supposed that his anx- 
iety to trample on the rights of the people 
was so intense that he could hear nothing but

SAYS HE KNEW ONE SPECULATOR. 


Congressman Dorsey Testifies That Heden- 
berg Dealt in Silver. 

WasHINGToN, D. C., Jan. 24.—The silver 
pool investigation was resumed this morning. 
Represeniative George W. Dorsey of Ne- 
braska, who is also a banker, was the first 
witness. He testified that he had no knowl- 
edge of any Congressman or other Govern- 
ment officers being interested in any silver 
pool or silver speculation. In response to 
Mr. Oates the witness said that he knew of 
but one gentleman of his acquaintance who 
had any interest in silver speculation. His 
name was Hedenberg, or Hardenberg, a real- 
estate man in Chicago, with whom he had, 
some years „some dealings in Nebraska 
real estate. Witness had no knowledge of any 
silver speculation, and Hedenberg had never 
suggested to him the propriety of offering sil- 
ver certificates to Congressmen. 

Mr. H. V. Parsons of Brooklyn was called 
to the stand, but before he testified Mr. 
Stevens, the correspondent of the Globe- 
Democrat, said that he wished to withdraw 
one or two names which he had, at the re- 
quest of the committee, given from recol- 
lection. They were those of Mr. Newlands 
and Mr. Parsons. Since testifying he had 
received from Owenby a letter dated from 
Chicago saying that he was in error as to Par- 
sons. 

Mr. Dingley said Owenby seemed to be 
willing to answer letters from others, but not 
from the committee, and that they had been 
trying for some days to get him. Mr. Stevens 
said, in answer to further questions, that in a 
conversation with Owenby something was said 
about a firm which had charge of the Colo- 
rado pool; and, at the request ot the Chair- 
man, Mr. Stevens privately indicated this firm. 

Mr. Parsons, who is the New York agent of 
Wells, Fargo & Co., then testified that part of 
their business was the sale, but not the pur- 
chase, of silver bullion on commission. He 
had sold bullion for many years, from day to 
day, to business houses. He never, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, bought or sold silver for 
any one connected with the Government, ex- 
cept the Government itself, and knew abso- 
lutely nothing about any silver speculation by 
Government officiais. Mr. Parsons said he 
knew Owenby slightly. Owenby when m 
New York frequently came in the office of 
Wells, Fargo & Co., and witness made his ac- 
quaintance in that way. Owenby had stated 
that he had an interest in silver given him in 
consideration of information furnished. Wit- 
ness paid but little attention toit, but remem- 
bered that Owenby said a cashier of a New 
York bank was his associate in 
the enterprise. Afterward Owenby spoke 
in denunciatory terms of this 
cashier, and said he had repudiated his (Owen- 
by’s) interest. After a number of questions 
the witness finally said he could not remem- 
ber the naine of the cashier because it was 
that of a man he did not kuow, but that the 
bank mentioned was the Hanover National. 
The witness was questioned rather closely as 
to why he had not paid much attention to 
Owenby, and after saying he should prefer not 
to answer, finally said: I would not like to 
give any man a bad character.“ 

Mr. Leech, the Director of the Mint, sub- 
mitted a statement of the visible domestic sup- 
ply of silver, Dec. 1 and Jan. 1 last. On the for- 
mer date the visible supply Mr. Leech placed at 
11,692,360 ounces, the largest holdings being 
the Mercantile Safe Deposit company’s 6,092,-

Cole of New Lork. ; 

Mr. Leevh gave an outline to the committee 
of the manner in which the silver speculation 
was carried on, and said the deposit of the 
bullion and the issue of certificates began 
largely as a matter of convenience to the 
Western refiners, who did not want to throw 
their product on the market at inopportune 
times. Like most of the previous witnesses, he 
had no knowlege of speculation by persons 
connected with the Government. 

Chairman Dingley, for the benefit of the 
newspapers, from which, the committee 
recognized, the people must obtain their in- 
formation of the investigation, then made a 
statement. He said his attention had been 
called to publications charging that in some 
way or other the committee had managed to 
prevent the evidence which Senator Vest gave 
respecting Senator Cameron from coming be- 
fore the country until after Senator Cameron’s 
reélection, and that the committee kuew what 
Mr. Vest would testify to. Mr. Dingley said 
that the fact was that the committee sent 
word to Senator Vest Saturday to appear, but 
the Senator had replied that he could not 
leave the Senate. 

At the instance of Mr. Oa who stated 
that he had an engagement in New York, an 
adjournment had; then been taken until 
Wednesday. The committee had no idea that 
Senator Vest was going to make any state- 
ment respecting Senator Cameron and had 
no information on the subject until Senator 
Vest had testified. The committee sup 
Senator Vest wanted simply to disclaim any 
knowledge of silver speculation himself, and 
Mr. Dingley was, he said,.as much surprised 
as any one else at the testimony. Had the 
committee any intimation of the testimony it 
would have insisted on Senator Vest appear- 
ing Saturday.

RATES ON TRANSIT GRAIN. 


CHAIRMAN MIDGLEY’S EFFORTS TO 
STOP THE IRREGULARITIES. 


He Names March 1 as the Date When Full 
Proportions of Advanced Rates Should 
Be Charged—This, He Thinks, Will Give 
Ample Time to Carry Out Existing Ar- 
rangements with Shippers—Letter of 
Iowa Railway Commissioner Campbell 
to the Editor of the “Railway Age.” 


The letter of Chairman Midgley to the man- 
agers of the roads in the Southwestern Divis- 
ion of the Western Freight Association pub- 
lished in yesterday’s Trrsunz, which shows 
that the grain rates from Kansas City to Chi- 
cago were not advanced Jan. 1, as agreed 
upon, but that old rates are still being 
charged, under milling in transit arrange- 
ments, caused considerable discussion in West- 
ern railway cireles. The opinion was freely 
expressed that, no matter what action may be 
taken by the railway associations or combina- 
tions, the manipulatior and cutting of freight 
rates could not be prevented, as the roads were 
determined to get business, no matter in 
what manner it had to be procured. Chair- 
man Midgley is still continuing his efforts to 
bring about an advance in the grain rates 
from Kansas City to Chicago as speedily as 
possible. He sent the following confidential 
communication to the managers of the vari- 
ous roads in his association yesterday: 


The advisement from this ollice Jan. 21 to the 
effect that the advanced rates or proportions 
must thereafter apply east of Kansas City, 
Leavenworth, Atchisun, or St. Joseph on ship- 
ments of grain regardless of the date when the 
grain left originating points in Kansas or Nebras- 
ka, was predicated on the belief that notice of the 
agreed advance in rates from all points on and 
west of the Missouri River to all ints east, 
southeast, and south thereof had already been 
duly pubiished, Reply was quickly received that 


the advances in rates to Memphis and the South- 


east were not to be made effective until Feb. 1, 
and that in other cases notice of the advance had 
not yet been given. This put a different aspect 
on the case and required a modification of our in- 
struction in order to deal justly and without dis- 
crimination, 

At the same time claim was made that, as A six 
months’ stoppage in tourist privileges had been 
accorded, it would not be keeping faith with 
shippers to apply the advanced rates on their 
shipments upon comparatively short notice. If 
that view were to prevail practically no advance 
could be effected east of the river for six months 
to come, because there would doubtless be sutti- 
cient transit billing at command upon which to 
forward all the grein offered for reshipment. 
Manifestly it would be unreasonable to expect 
carriers to defer until July or August ensuing an 
advance it was agreed at the sember meeting 
of executive officers should be made Jan. 1, 1891. 

Clearly the railroad companies have the right to 
specify some dateon and after which the advanced 
rates shall, via all li and shipments to all 
points east, southeast, and south, be made effect- 
ive; and with that view and at the same, time af- 
ford dealers reasonable opportunity to dispose of 
their orders, March l ensuing has been named, 
on and after which date all grain forwarded from 
either Southwestern Missouri River points to des- 
tination east, southeast, or south should be 
charged the full proportions accruing from the 
advanced tariff rates regardless of the date when 
the shipments left originating pointsin Kansas 
or Nebraska. 

The foregoing modification applies only to ship- 
ments leaving originating points prior to the date 
when the advanced rates became operative which 
should from and after this date be charged the ad- 
vanced . proportions on being reshipped from 
Missouri River points. i 


RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION IN IOWA. 


Reply of Commissioner Campbell to the 
Editor of the “ Railway Age.” 

F. T. Campbell, one of the Railway Com- 
missioners of the State of Iowa, has sent the 
following letter to the editor of the Railway 
Age in reply to the latter's article on Iowa 
Railroad Construction recently published in 
Tun Trisune* 


Des Mores, Ia., Jan. 22.— Editor of the Rail- 
way Age.—I have read your recent criticism of my 


article in THe CHICAGO Trinpvune of Jan. 10 re- 


arding railway construction in lowa, and am 
orced to the conclusion that you have “ strained 
at a gnat in order to swallow a Campbell,” and 
have magnified a molehill into a mountain to sus- 
tain your claim that only one mile of road was 
constructed in Iowa in 1590.” This is refuted by 
your own statement, and put to confusion by the 
sworn reports of the oflicers. You neglect to 
credit the lowa Central with 2.4 miles of new line, 
given on page 69 of their report for 1890, the 77 
miles built by the Sioux City and Northern is 
given on page 69, and sworn to by General Mana- 
ger Hills. all constructed during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1890, and in your own article you 
say “they (lowa Commissioners) claim only 
twenty-one miles for that fiscal year” (1889), and 
yet you persist in crediting them with the seventy- 
seven miles for t year, constructed by the 
Sioux City and Northern railway. 

The fiscal year ending June 90 is the data all 
reports are based on. and it makes little differ- 
ence whether the 77 miles in question were 
built the last half of ourfiscal year or the first 
half of yours, so Iowa gets credit for it. It is 
conclusive evidence that capital is eager to invest 
in lowa wherever opportunity offers. Since the 
so-called hostile legislation (7) was enacted 
several new lines have been projected and con- 
structed. The Davenport, lowa and Dakota, the 
Tabor and Northern, the Sioux City and North- 
ern—three new lines inside of two years. The 
Winona and Southwestern has a line nearly 300 
miles in length under construction, one link in the 
line from Mason City to Fort Dodge being already 
constructed and secu by purchase. Thomas 
Simpson, Secretary of the company, writes the 
Iowa Commissioners Jan. 2: "In constructin 
our railway through the State of Iowa we wil 
have to meet the question of railroad crossings in 
a greater number of cases, perhaps, than any 
railroad ever constructed in your state. We 
enter lowa at the northwest corner of Howard 
County, running diagonally through Mitchell 
County, and soon the nearest practicable route 
to get to Omaha.“ Iowa rates have no terrors to 
the investors in this great enterprise. 

Jan, 10 Right of Way Agent of the Chicago, 
Fort Madison and Des Moines railroad informed 
the Commissioners that their company is ready 
to begin building their line to Ottumwa and 
thence westward to Des Moines as soon as spring 
opens. 

The Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern 
Railway company which protested so vigorously 
against the Commissioners’ rates when put in and 
P bankruptey and ruin for their line, 

as taken a new departure; its lamentation is 
changed into rejoicing, and its business and rey- 
enues have increased so that it had advanced 
from a class C road in 1588 to a B road in 1889, Its 
management, having greut faith in lowa invest-

The Coal Roads More Prosperous than Any 
Other Group. 

New York, Jan. 24.—The Post says: 

The statement of gross and net earnings for No- 
vember by systems shows that the coal roads have 
done better hen any one — having had an 
increase o per cen an 7- per 
cent in net. The Pacific toads were second, with 
an increase of 8 6-10 per cent in and 3% per 
cent in net. The Eastern and Middle States roads 
were third, with an increase of 4 310 per cent in 
gross and 3% percent in net. The Middle West- 
ern States roads were fourth, with an increase of 
9 3-10 per cent in gross and 2 11-100 per cent in net.

The Southern roads had 
an increase of 7 &10 in „but a decrease of 
46-10 per cent in net. o Northwestern roads 
bad a decrease of 6-10 per cent in gross and 4 44-100 
per cent in net. 

Trnnk Lines Come to Time,

IT I8 A RATHER GAUZY STORY. 


The Statement That Grain Figures Are 
“Crooked” in the Northwest. 

MixxAATOLIS, Minn., Jan. 24.—[Special. ]— 
The suspicion has been growing for a fort- 
night that there has been unfair practices in 
the handling of the Northwest grain. A lead- 
ing commission man said today : 

There is a combine right herein Minneapolis 
formed for the purpose of manipulating the mur- 
ket. The men who are in ig elevatur men 
and wealth ‘speculators. o they doing it? 
By making erroneous returns concerning the 
stock of grain now in store and in the country. 
These men are in centrol of the big elevator sys- 
tems through Minnesota and the Dakotas. They 
make false returns from their own elevators and 
do their best to spread the impression that there 
is more wheat now in the hands of the farmers 
than actually exists there. This, in connection 
with the information which they give out con- 
cern their own stocks, ereates the belief that 
there is a good deal more wheat on hand now in 
elevators and in the country than there is. Such 
reports naturally have their effect on prices to 
the advantage of the men in the combine. Then, 
by an arrangement with country agents, they 
have large quantities of grain shipped to Minne- 
apolis, which is again taken care of to the advan- 
tage of the combine. 

That was rather a serious charge to make 
against Minneapolis business men, so it de- 
manded in vestigation. Inquiry developed 
the fact that there was last Monday when the 
account was taken 4, 600, 000 bushels in round 
num bers of wheat in the private elevators in 
Minneapolis. In the country elevators scat- 
tered through Minnesota and Dakota there is 
stored 8,540,000 bushels. The public elevators 
in Minneapolis now contain 5,912,280 bushels 
of wheat. There was in the Duluth elevators 
Monday 3,574,344 bushels. .Col. G. D. Rogers 
publisher of the Market Record, estimates 
that about 12,000,000 bushels remain in the 
hands of the farmers. He admits, how- 
ever, that some estimates place the 
total in the hands of the farmers between 
7,000,000 and 8,000,000. The total number of 
bushels in store, that is. in Minneapolis public 
and private elevators, in Duluth, and in the 
country elevators, is placed at 22,627,624. One 
year ago the total in store was 24,900,318 
bushels, 2,000,000 more than now, according 
to the estimates of the grain men themselves. 
One year ago there were about 10,000,000 
bushels in the hands of the farmers, which 
was about as small as at any time in re- 
cent years, with the exception of two years 
ago, when the crop was unugually small. Be 
it understood that many of these fig- 
ures, those having to do with the 
stock in private elevators both in city and 
country, are simply estimates. The word of 
the owners of those elevators has to be taken 
as evidence of the amouat of wheat contained 
therein. It will be readily seen that elevator- 
men have unlimited opportunity to manipu- 
late their figures. This is precisely what is 
being charged against them. Grain men are 
chary about talking to outsiders about this 
matter, though they will admit that there is 
some sort of a combme on. Col. G. D. 
Rogers, who probably understands the Minne- 
apolis grain market as well as any man in the 
city, when asked about the possibilities of a 
combination being formed replied: 

Of course it could be done, but it would almost 
require what I have never seen—that the grain 
dealers be all on one side. These figures regard- 
ing the amount of wheatin elevators are com- 
piled by me every Monday. The elevator men 
give me the number of bushels which they have 
on hand, and from them I make up the totals. If 
the owners choose, they can give me incorrect fig- 
ures, bat I think I would soon detect such a game 
where I check over the totals from day to day and 
week to week.

It has a 
bowsprit and a mast and stays anda hurricane 
deck, and numerous little windows which 
from a distance look like portholes in the 
sides of a line-of-battle ship, and so it must be 
a vessel. But what a queer craft it is! Cer- 
tainly its lines were never made to cut the 
waves or dash them into foam and spray. It 
looks like a compromise between a Venetian 
gondola, a Spanish galleon, and a three-deck- 
er, and the imagination of school days pict- 
ured something like it as the fiag-ship in 
which Columbus discovered America. 

The name of this nondescript craft is the 
„Argo, and it is built for the summer club- 
house of anumber of the members of the 


Chicago club, the membership to be confined 


to fifty-four able-bodied officers and seamen, 
exclusive ofa Captain. It will be a breezy re- 
sort ia the hot summer evenings for men who 
have to struggle with business along the 
streets during the day. 

The conception of this unique club-boat is 
said to have been that of the late eminent 
architect, John W. Root, and the drawing of 
the plans for it his last work. It will not be 
launched into the water, but will remain 
where it is, resting on solid scaffolding about 
six feet above the pier. 

The Argo is boarded by a narrow stairway 

leading into what may be called its hold, or 
first story. Here are the kitchen, larder, and 
servants’ bunks. From this narrow gangways 
lead up to the middle deck, or second story, 
which mainly consists of a dining-room, with 
alarge fireplace of red brick and polished 
tiles at the stern end. From this one ascends 
to the main deck, or third story, which has 
many little nooks and lookouts and ten bed- 
rooms, five on each side. Above all comes 
the hurricane deck, with a raised platform at 
one end, admirably fitted for an orchestra, 
while the rest of the deck is suitable for danc- 
ing, and outside of the different stories and 
along the rails are 8 extending 
entirely around the elub boat. 
The finishing of the decks or stories is of 
Georgia pine, and everything is now com- 
pleted except the furnishing of the boat. The 
intention is to officially christen and dedicate 
it to its uses in May next. 

The Argo is about 65 feet long and 35 
feet wide, and, as it 1s not intended that it 
shall breast the waves itself, it will have, by 
way of a tender, a little steam yacht which 
will carry members and guests to and from it 
and also make trips out into the lake. 


END OF THE INDUSTRIAL CONFERENCE. 


The Delegates Complete Their Work at 
Washington, 

Wasutneton, D. C., Jan. 24.—The confer- 
ence of the delegates to the Confederation of 
Industrial Organizations was resumed this 
morning, the question under discussion being 
the best method of instructing and reaching 
the industrial classes and the most feasible 
plan for educating them in the doctrines of 
the organ izations. 

The confederation, after along discussion, 
determined that the National Committee shall 
consist of the Chairmen of the different of- 
ganizations of the confederacy in each State. 
The duty of this committee will beto deter- 
mine upon the best methods to perfect the 
work of the organization and carry out the 
demands*made by the confederation. The 
new committee has plenary power during ad- 
journment of the delegates composing the or- 
ganization and each Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee has power to appoint assist- 
ants to aid him in carrying out the views and 
impressing upon the members of his organi- 
zation the principles of the confederation. _ 

The conference adjourned to mect again 
Feb. 22, 1892, at some place to be decided upon 
by the Chairmen of the Executive State Com- 
mittees. The President, however, has power

HE STOLE FROM INFANCY. 


The Rev. Henry W. George and His Terri- 
die Case of Kleptomania. 

New York, Jan. 24.—The Rev. Henry W. 
George, who is in jail at Catskill charged with 
causing the disgrace and. death of Lottie 
Townsend, has made a public’ statement of 
his case, which is supplemented by a remark- 
able story from the lips of the clergyman of a 
demon which, he says, has pursued him from 
infancy. Mr. Georgé admits his guilt, but 
asserts, however, that the only scandal which 
had previously been connected with his name 
— his mania for taking other people’s prop- 

y. 

From my earliest boyh ” he said, “I 
have seemed to be under a spell—have had an 
almost constant desire to take things. It has 
been so from birth; indeed, I am told that 
my mother exhibited for a long time this 
same propensity—would take thi and con- 
cealthem. When at school I — take pen- 
eils and erasers from my fellows. I did not 
need them, but the desire could not be re- 
sisted. I joined the church; but there was no 
cessation; my demon was ever present. It 
followed me through school and in my course 
at Colby University. It was known to the 
students and the faculty, and was treated as a 
disease rather than as a fault for which I was 
responsible. From the university I went to 
Boston to clerk in the book-store of Noyes, 
Lockwood & Co. I took their property, un- 
known to the firm. 

After leaving Boston I went to Oberlin 
University, Ohio, where the students and fac- 
ulty early learned ot my failing, and I was 
called into private council and prayed with. 
Graduating in 1878, I went to Huntley, III., 
with no cessation of this malign influence, 
but I am not aware that restitution has not 
been made for everything taken by me while 
at this place. From Huntley I went to Crest- 
on, III. It was the same thing there. Near 
Creston I met and married my wife, and from 
there we went to Geneva, Ill It was the 
same there as everywhere else. I took things 
often of no value and not because 
needed them, but because I was powerless to 
resist the temptation. They afforded me no 
pleasure; on the contrary, I hated them as 
reminders of my terrible thralldom. From 
Geneva I went to the First Presbyterian 
Church of Topeka, Kas. I remained there 
about five years. It was the same dreadful 
story, and being overworked my terrible 
propensity was quickened until 1t finally got 
80 that I would walk up and take things with 
scarce an attempt at concealment. It came 
to the knowledge of the session and I was 
asked to resign. I want to say that I never 
have been arrested and never have been 
formally charged with theft.

Civilized mankind isso closely bound to- 
gether; so united imthought and feeling, thas 
whatever is happening of human progress in 
one region is quite likely to be happening in 
another.

The 
current of money from the country has been 
strong. Country collections have continued ex- 
cellent and deposits have incréased on that ac- 
count. There is a steadily increasing disposition 
at the banks to extend the line of loans, and there 
is no doubt but the gregate of ounts is 
larger than it has been before this year. The in- 
dications are, however, that the line of discounts 
has not increased in proportion to the increase in 
deposits, and that the surplus reserve is larger 
than it has been lately. The supply of 6 per cent 
money on the street increases, but it does not yet 
amount to much. Commercial paper dealers still 
complain that the supply of first-class paper is far 
below the demand. ’ 

Sterling was dull but showed a shade of im- 
provement. Rates for bankers’ sixties were 454% 
and for sight drafts 486%. 

The following extract from Saturday’s Finan- 
cial Chronicle was wired to Kennett, Hopkins & 
Co.:: Banks gained from interior $4,253,000; 
gained from the Subtreasury, acne pe gain, 
$5,053,000. The situation has changed m€terially 
in several particulars. As regards silver legisla- 
tion, which was so obviously affecting the market 
a week ago, that influence in its most acute form 
has been removed, the feeling now being general 
that no change in the law with - regard 
to silver is likely to ected 
at this session of Congress. At the same time 
there is, doubtless, a perceptible check in the 
progress which was so evidently making towards 
a revival of business enterprise due not only to 
the shock the free coinage proposition caused but 
to impatience in commercial and financial circles 
over the slow progress making in legislation at 
Washington, which encourages a fear that an 
extra session of Congress may be necessary under 
these circumstances and with funds floating into 
our banks so freely as they have been for several 
weeks now an extremely easy money market was 
inevitable, and until enterprise becomes more 
aggressive the offerings are likely to continue in 
excess of the demand. One hundred and twenty- 
two roads fur the month of November gained 
in gross earnings $2,745,833, but lost in net earn- 
ings $147,548 owing to increase in expenses; 
eighty-seven roads in the second week of January 
gained in gross earnings $316,081, equal to 5.49 per 
cent.

profit, seeing that the prices of what he has to 
sell are to a considerable extent determined by 
what the export surplus will bring in Eu- 
rope in competition with the produce of other 
countries. But that fact does not prove the 
business to be done at a ioss in ordinary 
seasons. It does warrant him in demurring 
at being unnecessarily taxed under the Mo- 
Kinley tariff for what be has to buy with the 
proceeds of his toil, and ought to stimulate 
him to throw his influence in favor of reci- 
procity with the countries of South America, 
which would take a large part of our surplus 
produce in return for their own if proper ar- 
rangements were made therefor. What the 
farmers of Iowa and other Western States 
need is an extended foreign market and good 
money in exchange for all they have to sell, 
It would be poor policy to force them to ac- 
cept a dollar worth one-fifth less in purchasing 
power than the one now in circulation in the 
United States. 


Ir is quite evident that the labor question is 
going to play an important part in British pol- 
itics in the future, perhaps as important a 
part in the immediate future as home rule. 
The vote in the British Commons Friday on 
Mr. Channing’s motion to the effect that the 
excessive hours of labor of railway servants 
were a grave injustice to the men and a con- 
stant source of danger to the public, and that 
the Board of Trade should be empowered to 
direct the limitation of the working hours, 
was significant. The Tories did not meet the 
question with a direct negative. They prom- 
ised a parliamentary inquiry, but, notwith- 
standing that, Channing’s motion received 124 
votes to 141 against. The Government had 
only anarrow majority of seventeen, which 
would have beén reduced to fifteen but for the 
unaccountable mistake of Sir John Pope Hen- 
nessy, the new anti-Parnellite member, who 
voted with the Tories. The Scotch strike has 
brought home to the British public the fact 
that railroad workers are overworked and un- 
derpaid in order to make big dividends for the 
stockholders. It will have the further effect 
of giving a decided impetus to the eight-hour 
movement in England. The Gladstonian can- 
didate, Roby, won a seat from the Unionists 
in Lancashire recently on this issue. Both 
candidates at the Hartlepool election declared 
for eight hours, These straws show which 
way the political wind is blowing. The Tories, 
of course, will oppose the eight-hour idea. 
They are a party of plutocrats, landlords, and 
railroad directors. Indeed, it is noted that 
nearly all the Scotch Tory members of Parlia- 
ment have been mixed up in the present labor 


roads regarding the construction of viaducts. 
The roads have been willingto pay for the 
viaducts proper, but they have refused to pay 
damages asked for by lot-owners regardless 
of benefits, and the city has also declined to 
shoulder them. Hence of late years the build- 
ing of viaducts has come to a standstill, to the 
detriment of the interests of the people. But 
now that the Supreme Court has spoken the 
construction of these necessary improvements 
can be resumed and a number of much-needed 
bridges can be built. It would be difficult to 
name one existing structure which has done 
a dollar’s worth of net damage to a lot or tq a 
building. and the same remark may be made 
with truth concerning all the bridges and via- 
ducts to be built in the future. 


JUDGE ALTGELD’S OPPORTUNITY. 

Judge Altgeld of the Superior Court of 
Cook County should lose no time in paying 
over to the City Treasurer the sum of $16,000 
paid to him at the instance of Controller Ona- 
han and Mayor Cregier for alleged damages 
to his property on Market street, near the 
east approach to Jackson street bridge. 
Neither in law nor equity was he entitled te 
that payment, Mayor Cregier and Mr. Ona- 
han erred in permitting judgment to be al- 
lowed in his favor until his suit for dam- 
ages was passed upon by e Supreme 
Court. They knew when settlement 
was made that the property instead 
of being damaged by the  congtruc- 
tion of the Jackson street bridge had been 
benefited by it. Judge Altgeld at the time 
was asking for the property a much higher 
price than he paid for it immediately before 
the improvement. He is reported to have sold 
it since ata profit of $80,000. The property 
was enhanced in value by the bridge at least 
$60,000. Now the Supreme Court has laid 
down the doctrine that where the fair market 
value of the property is as much immediately 
after the construction of the improvement as 
it was before the improvement was made no 
damage has been sustained and no recovery 
ean be had.” As a member of a subordinate 
court Judge Altgeld must accept this doctrine 
of his legal superiors as sound. It is in ac- 
cord with the canons of justice and equity. 
That being the case he ought to pay back the 
$15,009. He can afford to let go that $7,000 he 
paid for printing and circulating the deceptive 
‘‘anti-machine Republican ticket at the 
municipal election in April, 1889. He ought 
to relieve his friends, Cregier and Onahan, of 
the odium that attaches to them on account 
of their having permitted him to take the 


specially desirable acquisition for this 
country, because in their thoughts and ideas 
they are Orientals rather than Occidentals. | 
it takes a long time for them to form the 
faintest conception of the principies on which 
Western Governments are based. In re- 
ligious matters they are orthodox to the ex- 
treme and are inclined to look upon the Re- 
formed Jews who have abandoned so much of 
the old ritual as worse even than-the Gentiles. 

It is this very orthodoxy on their part and 
the fact that they believe firmly that some 
time the Messiah will come and that he will 
gather them together at Jerusalem which 
suggest the idea that the best thing which 
these Russian Jews can do is to return to 
Judea. Nothing ought to please them more. 
There is abundant room there for a large 
number of them. The present population of 
Judea does not much exceed half a million 
and the country will support with ease four 
‘times that number. It was fertile once. It 
would be so again if cultivated decently and | 
if the old irrigating channels in some sections 
were reopened, The Jews were farmers of 
old and would become so again in spite of 
their long separation from the soil. Even if 
these exiles from Russia had not the money 
with which to buy the land they needed they 
could obtain it without difficulty from their | 
wealthy and sympathetic brethren in other | 
countries. 

It is to the interest of the Turkish Govern- 
ment that the waste places of Judea should be 
made to blossom like the rose, because it | 
would add to its revenues. And while that | 
Government might look with distrust on | 
Christian settlers as the cause of future 
trouble, it would have no such feeling regard- 
ing Jews. Mohammedans and Jews being 
both Unitarians or monotheists, the former 
have always gotten on better with the latter 
than with their Christian subjects in Europe, 
Asia, or Africa. 

But even if the Sultan should object it is 
easy enough to bring him to terms. If En- 
gland, Russia, and the other leading European 
Powers and the United States were to 
insist that the Jews should be allowed to settle 
in Judea, should be permitted to cultivate in 
peace the lands which they might buy, and 
should be treated no worse than his Moham- 
medan subjects he would have to submit. 
His tenure of office is not a stable one. When- 
ever he opposes himself to the wishes of all 
Europe he will have to move. Therefore if 
he were asked to make these concessions in 
favor of the Russian Jews he would make 
them and he would be compelled to keep his 
promises,

When the ball has been set rolling other 
State associations will no doubt follow the ex- 
ample of New York, so thata man coming to 
Chicago from anywhere in this country out- 
side of Illinois will find a hospitable mansion 
over the door of which will be the coat of 
arms of his own Commonwealth, where he 
will find wart. welcome so long as he behaves 
himself and does not try to borrow money or 
pass bogus checks. 

The general conclusion to be drawn is that 
Chicagoans are becoming more clubable, 
more sociable—have some spare time on thei: 
hands. For there can be no clubs unless 
there are some people who have leisure, who 
have nothing at all to do, or who do not ex- 
pend all their vital energy during their busi- 
ness hours. In the days which followed the 
great fire and the panic of 1873 it would have 
been idle to preach the beauties of club life, 
so few were they who had the time to listen.

THE BENEFITS MUST BE CONSIDERED. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case of Springer vs. Chicago is one of the 
most important, so far as the material inter- 
ests of the city are concerned, which the court 
has delivered for years. It is based on good 
law, equity, and common sense. The only 
pity is that it was not delivered years ago, be- 
fore so many wrongful judgments for viaduct 
damages had been found against the city. 

Springer owned some property at the corner 
of Canal and Jackson, and also of Clinton and 
Jackson. When the bridge and approaches on 
the last-named streets had been constructed 
Springer sued for damages to his property, 
placing the amount at $220,000. The figure 
was so high that the city had to fight 
the claim. Tan Tarox pointed out, not 
for the first time, that the ground on which to 
base the defense was that the property had 
been benefited as much as, if not more than, 
it was injured, and that these benefits should 
be offset against these possible damages, just 
as in ‘he case of condemning land for the 
opening of astreet. This sensibie view, the 
correctness of which was insisted on by 
the City Administration during 1872 and 1873, 
and which Tae Tux has always contended 
for, was upheld first by Judge Tuthill and 
then by the Supreme Court, tne latter saying: 


Where the fair market value of property is as 
much immediately after the construction of the 
improvement as it was beforethe improvement 
was made no damage has been sustained and no 
recovery can be had. 


All the court allowed him was the cost of 
raising his buildings to grade, which the city 
was ready to pay. 

It seems strange that the soundgess of this 
Sapreme Court doctrine was ever disputed. 
It stands to reason that lots or buildings near 
the margin of an unbridged stream or border- 
ing on dangerous railway tracks are benefited 
by an improvement which puts them ona 
through street instéad of leaving them at a 
dead street end. Of course the property on 
Jackson street is worth more now that tenants 
ean reach the business center without having to 
make a wide detour. They are on a highway 
instead ofa byway. _ 

If there are buildings on the land which have 
to be raised to grade they are affected by a 
double benefit. In the first place they secure 
a lower story without having to dig below the 
surface—an ‘above-ground basement with light 
and air and of easy access from the rear or 
side, In the next place they are freed from 
the inconveniences of the barrier of railway 
tracks or wf the unbridged river, and thus gain 
a rental value which they could not have pos- 
sessed otherwise. 

This decision will be worth millions to the 
city. The claims made for these immense land 
damages have been the sore point in the deal- 
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Lines of steamers should be established run- 
ning monthly and oftener, if necessary, from 
Charleston and Savannah, which may 
be considered as centers of the congested 
negro districts of the cotton States. The rates 
of transportation might be fixed at ten or fif- 
teen dollars, or at some reasonable figure, and 
any of those who went over and were dissatis- 
fied with their new homecould be brough 
back at the same figures. That is all there 
would be for the Government to do. 

There are now about 7,000, 000 negroes in the 
South, They are increasing at the rate of 2 
per cent, or 140,000 a year. It is not likely 
that white immigration will keep pace with 
that increase. So unless some scheme of re- 
lief is carried out they will always be with 
us and in an increasing proportion, and there 
is little hope that they will grow more con- 
tented in the future, or that the chasm be- 
tween them and the whites can be bridged. 
The scheme of assisted emigration offers a 
prospect of relief. Naturally it would 
appeal at first to the most discontented and 
they would be glad to go. This would lessen 
the supply of labor which the South now has 
and would increase the price of the labor re- 
maining, besides securing better treatment for 
the laborers. There is little complaint of 
harsh treatment of the negro outside the 
heavily congested black districts or of political 
injustice where the whites are not confronted 
with the possibility of black domination in the 
near future. The results, from the industrial 
point of view, would be favorable to those left 
behind. It is not likely that the stream of 
emigration would be a large one for some 
time unless- glowing accounts should come 
fram the pioneers in the Congo region; then 
it might be expected to flow with a rush. In 
all probability the outgo for along time would 
be in driblets and that no considerable exodus 
would take place until favorable accounts 
came from the rich region opened up by Stan- 
ley. But under no circumstances could there 
be a forced emigration. The negroes, if they 
went, would have to go voiuntarily. All that 
the Government could do would be to assist 
them by cheapening transportation. 


WHERE SHALL THE RUSSIAN JEWS GO! 

The Russian Government has issued re- 
cently edicts concerning the Jews which prac- 
tically force them to leave the Empire. 
Though Western Europe has remonstrated, 
unofficially, the Emperor will not modify his 
harsh orders, for there is no doubt that they 
represent the wishes of his Salvonic subjects. 
The latter, especially the peasants, are not 
smart enough to cope with the Jews, who 
form the trading, shopkeeping, money-lend- 
ing class, and who hold mortgages, drawing 
heavy interest, on a large percentage of the 
cultivable land of Russia. It is true that 


the repressive European legislation of cent- 


uries, which kept the Jews from bemg land- 
owners and forced them to be traders and 
money-changers, was one of the causes which 
so sharpened their faculties as to give then 
advantages in business over other races, but 
the indebted Russians are in no mood 
philosophize on that point. : 
The question which is interesting Western 
Europe and this country is, What is to become 
of these refugees? England does not want 
them, for they underbid other workingmen 
and deprive them of labor. They are not a

The Tammanyites of Chicago eye this im- 
mense outgo for salaries with envious admira- 
tion, and they would like to see it imitated 
here. That is one reason why they are in 
favor of creating a new system of district 
courts, with a full stock of constables, clerks, 
and other officers. They have eleven such 
courts in New York. Each of the Judges gets 
$6,000 a year, and the salaries of clerks and at- 
tendants foot up $133,000. That would give a 
chance for some nice picking, and furnish soft 
berths for Aldermanic workers. 

Nowhere, in the English-speaking world, at 
least, is there a judicial system which costs as 
much and accomplishes as little as that of the 
City and State of New York. It is the product 
of the ingenuity of criminal lawyers and the 
rascality of thieves, In the city it is expen- 
sive, and in the State it is inefficient except to 
keep moneyed thieves out of the penitentiary. 
From top to bottom it is a perfect illustration 
of what should not be, and the farther away 
from New York methods Illinois and Cook 
County keep the better it will be for them. 


CLUB LIFE IN CHICAGO. 
A dozen years ago a number of Chicagoans 


who were born in the Green Mountain State 
and who still thought fondly of the steep hills, 
green valleys, and running streams which 
they had left for the Western prairies and the 
stagnant Chicago River formed the Associa- | 
tion of the Sons of Vermont. Since then they | 
have held their stated annual meetings, have 
eaten good dinners, and have listened to 
speeches filled with praises of their old home 
and the illustrious men it produced. 

The Vermonters, whose State pride is quite 
as keen as that of Virginians, though they do 
not do so much bragging, led the way in the 
organization of associations of this kind. 
Gradually the former residents of other States, 
such as Maine, Kentucky, Virginia, New York, 
Pennsylvania, etc., followed their example. 
The population of Chicago is such a repre- 
sentative one, the city having drawn on every 
State in the Union, that there is no reason 
why each of them, with the possible exception 
of Nevada, should not have its local society.

taining carpet rags in flames on the floor, it 
having burned so as to fall from the hook on 


which it had been hanging. He succeeded in 


carrying it from the house, wondering how it 
could have become ignited when there was no 
Are near the spot. 


In the course of a couple of hours another 


fire broke out in the adjoining room up-stairs, 


this time burning the paper covers from some 
stone jars containing lard, apple butter, and 
other family supplies. The heat was so in- 
tense that one or two of the jars cracked and 
the melted lard ran over the floor, but did not 
ignite. The firat being easily extinguished 


with water, Mr. Miller was more than ever marked by 


puzzled to know how it originated. . The fact 

that the second fire started by burning the 

paper covers from the stone jars destroyed the 

theory that the first was caused by spontane- 
ous combustion,“ and yet it was spontaneous, 

the flame following a puff of smoke, as subse- 

quent developments demonstrated. 

In the afternoon of the same day the family 
was speculating on the almost supernatural 
character of the fires when one member re- 
marked: I wonder what will be the next 
thing to burn. The words had scarcely been 
uttered when a puff of smoke and flame shot 
out from beneath the lid of a chest in which 
were stored clothing and nen. Water 

as at once thrown upon the blaze, but it was 

ot extinguished before the contents of the 
chest were badly damaged. The next day the 
clothing of the bed caught fire in the same 
mysterious manner and was thrown out of the 
house and entirely consumed. Within three 
days after the first fire seven distinct confla- 
ations occurred, destroymg clothing, bed- 
— carpets, and in fact everything of a 
. nature, but not in the least damag- 
ing the furniture or building, except to smoke 
x. lass in. 
the windows with the intense heat. 


Bs the end of several days Mr. Miller de- 


ed that he was fighting an unequal battle 


with the mysterious element, and after his in- 
surance was adjusted he vacated the premises, 
but not before thousands of curious visitors 
had thronged to the scene, attracted by the 
mystery with which the occurrence was sur- 
rounded. 

Nr. Miller removed his remaining effects to 
the house of his father in another township, 
and for several months the fire spirit was 
‘seemingly at rest, and the matter was almost 
‘forgotten, except by the Miller family. About 


five weeks ago, however, another fire origi- 
nated in the same manner as the first and in 
the same chest. The blaze was quenched 


after the clothing in the chest had been con- 


siderably damaged, but there was no re- 
currence of the fires for a week or two, and 
the family removed to Liberty Township, in 
this county, when about the ist of the 
month another fire was discovered early 
in the morni in the clothing of a 
bed in which a 6-year-old son had been sleep- 
ing, and the bedding was carried out and al- 
lowed to burn. In an hour afterward the car- 
pet of the same room was found to be on fire 
and it was rip from the floor and also car- 
ried out and allowed to burn itself into ashes. 


By this time the family was almost without 


clothing, except one suit for each member and 
one extra for Mrs. Miller. 
Friday of last week the dress and clothing 
of Mrs. Miller caught fire and she was badly 
burned before her husband could reach her.

HITCHED TO A FAST TRAIN. 


The Wild Experience of James N. De Boe 
on a Railway Tricycle. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Jan. 22,—[Special.]—A 
thrill of horror went through a squad of track- 
men at the Lafayette avenue bridge the other 
evening’ as they saw a human form vault 
through the air and plunge headlong into a 
sandbank. The Great Northern short-line 
train had just whizzed by, and the impression 
among the workmen was that a passenger had 


missed his footing und been hurled to death. 


Hurrying to the spot they picked up the un- 
conscious form and began throwing water into 
his face.from a convenient spring. They 
found no bones broken, and in three or four 
minutes the man revived sufficiently to tell 
the story of his thrillingexperience. He proved 
to be James N. De Boe, foreman of a gang of 
linemen on the Great ‘Northern railway who 
lives at Como, three miles up the road from 
the Union depot. 

De Boe to and from his work on a rail- 
way tricycle, on which he is able to propel 
himself at the rate of ten or twelve miles an 
hour. He was a little late in finishing up his 
day’s job and ran his vehicle out upon a side- 
track to wait for the 7:30 evening train 
to Minneapolis to pass him. The train 
ran by him, but stoppe twenty 
feet away for a switching freight-train. 
During the minute halt the ideaseized De Boe 
that he could hitch his machine to the hind 
coach and be drawn a portion of the way 
home. With a piece of stout wire he tied 
his tricycle to the brake staff and 
placed a pair of nippers near at hand for use 
in cutting the wire when thes got up as 
high as he wanted it. The delay caused by 
the switching freight made the passenger-train 
a little late, and the engineer threw open the 
throttle and flew under the Seventh street 
bridge at a 8 gait, and almost be- 
fore he knew it Boe’s vehicle was jump- 


ing a foot or so clear of the track every sec- 


ond or so. Seeing his immense danger he 
reached for his tools to cut the wire, but 
the tremendous speed had thrown off every- 
thing except man and machine, and they 
were going to destruction at an awful rate. 
By this time the train had plowed around 
the curve and had straightened out for the 
Flour City at a twenty-five mile speed. ‘he 
tricycle was spinning through the air, occa- 
sionally touching a wheel to the track, and De 
Boe was tugging away to unwind or break the 
wire, when the frail vehicle struck a mile-post 
and the lineman shot like a meteor into the 
sandbank, At almost any other point on the 
road the plunge would have resulted in instant 
death, but his fallin the soft sand was only 
alf a dozen insignificant 
scratches. 


BIG HAILSTONES IN BALTIMORE, 


They Tore Umbrellas to Shreds and Cut 
Through Tin Roofs, 

Batarmmore, Md., Jan. 19.—| Special. }|—Dur- 
ing a recent visitof Mrs. Harrison to this city 
her attention during adrive through the north- 
ern part of town was attracted to a row of * 
elegant houses on a new street every paue in 
the windows of which was broken. She asked 
if there had been a battle in the vicinity, as 
many of the large windows were perforated 
with bullet-sized holes. When informed that 
the damage had been done by a hail-storm the 
President’s wife was astonished. This par- 
ticular row of new unoccupied houses, the 
builder of which failed shortly after their erec- 
tion, present the only trace left of the memo- 
rable hail-storm of April 27, 1890. It was the 
most remarkable occurrence of the year, and 
the reports of the size of the hail-stones and 
the damage done when first telegraphed by 
the newspaper.correspondehts were seriously 
doubted by the editors in distant offices -until 
they were borne out by the records of the Sig- 
nal Service observer. The official report of 
the weather office subsequently showed that 
the hail-stones, or rather chunks of ice, were 
the largest ever known to have dropped from 
the clouds. 

The day of the storm was a most peculiar 
one in its atmospheric conditions. It was Sun- 
day, and the early morning was warm and 
pleasant. Toward noon the temperature sud- 
denly fell ten or twelve degrees and there was 
a heavy shower of rain. This soon passed 
over anda bright interval of sunshine was 
followed by the gathering of heavy clouds in 
the northwest and indications of a thunder- 
storm. About 3o’clock the storm struck the 
city with terrific fury. The wind blew a tor- 
nado. Forten minutes the rain came down 
in sheets. Thenin an instant the scene was 
changed and the air was full of snow and 
chunks of ice. The sound of crashing glass 
was like volleys of musketry. Down came 
the pieces of ice, some of them three 
or four inches thick, splitting sky- 
lights and even cutting holes in tin 
roofs. People indoors and out were panic 
stricken the smashing of glass in churches 
where services were in progress so terrified 
the worshipers that many of them rushed bare- 
headed to the street. They hurried back to 
shelter, however, when struck on the head by 
falling ice. Many horses, smarting with the 
cuts inflicted by the stones, ran away, wreck- 
ing vehicles and in many instances causing se- 
rious injuries to the drivers. The jagged 

ieces of ice cut through the hide of many 
— particularly the poor animals in the 
street-cars, and they entered the stables after 
the storm withthe blood dripping from them. 

The fall of ice lasted about seven minutes, 
and the ground was covered with the frozen 
pellets. The size and the solidity of the stones 
can be imagined when it is known that many 
of them were not entirely melted under a warm 
sun two hours after falling. It was roughly 
estimated that 500, 000 panes of glass in Balti- 
more were broken. So sharp and swift in 
their fall were some of the stones that they 
cut clean holes in half-inch plate glass store 
windows without making a crack. The chunks 
of ice went through the leather tops of car- 
riages, smashed derby hats and high sil« tiles. 
Umbrellas were cut in shreds the moment they 
were raised. . 

After the storm the glaziers had a harvest 
for weeks. There was not enough glass in 
Baltimore to supply the demand. A firm of 
house painters and glass-setters got up a 
little corner in the trade by buying 
out all glass in a couple of 
wholesale houses. Prices went up 
10 to 15 per cent. The fronts of hundreds of 
houses were covered with tarpaulin and win- 
dows boarded up for days after the storm, and 
in the western section of the city on the hills 
where the storm was most severe the window- 
frames of residences looked as if they had 
been riddled by bullets. In the negro section 
of the town the storm caused a pandemonium. 
Hundreds of the superstitious darkys im- 
agined that the end of time hadcome. The 
rushed out in the alleys and streets, an 
dropping on their knees, prayed for deliv- 
erance. The storm was entirely local.

Max Maretzek Recalls to Memory Himself 
and Some of His Charming Song-Birds—

“When Music, heavenly maid, was young,” 
and the century was young, and the world 
was young, and we were all young together the 
heavenly maid sang Italian grand opera.

The next 

year the star was Macready, whose impatient and 

exacting nature might have discouraged the 

aetress at an earlier period, but whose 

Ariet discipline was now of great benefit to her. 

With this actor she played at Covent Garden, the 

Haymarket, and Drury Lane until he resigned 
his management of the last of these in 1543. 

During the seven years of her connection with 
the three chief London theaters she played Juliet, 
Beatrice, Constance. Imogen, Cordelia, Desde- 
mona, Miranda, Rosalind, Katherine. Hermione, 
and other leading characters in the poetical drama. 
She had been the original representative of Pau- 
line (just think of it--she lives to speak of the 

performance!) in The Lady of Lyons”; 
Julie in Richelieu“; Clara Douglas in Money; 
Countess of Carlisle in Browning’s Strafford“; 
Mildred in the same author's Blot on the 
Sentcheon”; Mabel in Westland Mars- 
tons Patrician's Daughter’; and in 
characters of many plays of traunsi- 
tery interest. One of her greatest triumphs 
was won with Macready in Paris in 184, where 
*she appeared first as Desdemona. and during the 
engagement played also Ophelia, Lady Macbeth, 
and Virginia. French critics,who are seliom 
enthusiastic about anything foreign, were de- 
lighted with an actress who played such widely 
different characters as Juliet, Ophelia, and Lady 
Macbeth, sinking her own personality and giv- 
ing a marked individnality to each. 

in 1851 Miss Faucit was married to Theodore 
Martin, the well-known poet and the biog- 
rapher of the Prince Consort, of Aytoun, 
and of Lord Lyndhurst. He was made 
Knight Commander of the Bath in 1880. 
He was appointed rector of the University of St. 
Andrews in 1881. On the latter occasion Lady 
Martin gave readings from Shakspeare before the 
students. Long before, by the way, one of her 
most charming characters had been Iolanthe in 
her husband’s version of Hertz’s drama. King 
Réné’s Daughter.“ To one of his books Sir The- 
odore has prefixed the following sonnet which in 
its tenderness, though not in grandeur, recalls 
the most ineffable of tributes to a wife—Brown- 
ing’s O Lyric Love:

The characteristic quality of Lady Martin, 
both as an actress and critic, was the vividness 
with which she realized poetical characters. She 
did not imitate them, she lived them. She en- 
joyed with Rosalind ; she suffered with Lady Mac- 
peth. They were real personages toher. Even 
in her present essay on Hermione” she writes to 
Lord Tennyson : 

l remember when, at the conclusion of my let- 
ter on Imogen, I gave expression to my idea that 
she was not likely long to survive the cruel strain 
upon mind and y to which she had been sub- 
jected, you wrote to me that you liked to think 
just the contrary, and that she lived long and hap- 
pily ever after with her Posthumus, just like all 

good plein the fairy tales. Do not fear 
i distress you with any such conjectures 
about — wife of — tes, 
made more unhappy 
teat Than history — — though devised, 

And play’d to take spectators.” 

The Laureate was playful in his comment, but 
Lady Martin, like the true actress she was, is in 
earnest. Shakspeare’s women were real to her 

when she was a girl; and they are as real now 

when she is three-score-years-and-ten. And after 

All, is she not right? Shakspeare’s women were 

real before we were born; they will be long after 

we are dead. They are like the Greek lovers on 
the vase of which John Keats sang, “ forever 
79 

Happier than other actresses this one has left 
the descriptions of her ideals in her work of int u- 
itive criticism published in 188% on Some of 
Shakspeare’s Women.” It is the best work one 
ean commend as a preparation to those who hope 

to enact the characters, or to that larger class of 
persons who wish to relish the poet’s heroines 
éither in the book or on the stage. 

Next to this creative imagination was the qual- 
ity of giving the poetical tempering to Shaks- 
Pearean women. Take Rosalind, for instance. 
There is not one actress in 100 who can give the 
pensive undertone that should run through the 
characterization of this royal girl. One may even 
fancy the average actress exclaiming ‘“ What 
Pensiveness“ One can only say, Read Lady 
Faucit or study Mme. Modjeska. Hear the lat- 
ter as she utters one line. Time is the old Jus- 
tice that tries all offenders and so let Time try,” 
and consider if there are not depths in Rosalind's 
character that escape all eyes, except those that 
are poetical. Miss Rehan lately gave us a Rosa- 
Und which, in its wealth of animal spirits. was 
excellent; but one thing was wanting in the im- 
personation to give it the consecrating touch 
of art. This pensiveness was not suggested, it 
escaped the otherwise gifted actress. It was a 
Bosalind of the literal type like that which Mrs. 
Jordan made popular in England; and the En- 
glish grew enthusiastic over it, as was natural. 
It in addi don to its many graces it had been post- 
ical, like that of Mme. Modjeska, which is the 
most exquisite on the boards today, or like that 
of Lady Faucit, which George Henry Lewes saw 
and destribed, one would feel like adding the 
mame of Ada Rehan to the Four Helens,“ who 
deserve to be called Shakspeare’s daughters.

No one will read Lady Martin’s essay on Her- 
mione without recalling Mary Anderson’s stroke 
of force in the double role of daughter and 
mother. As Perdita,.the shepherd princess, the 
queen of curds and cream.“ she was the ideal of 
white innocence and beauty, and when, with 
Prince Florizel she led the country dance, the 
spectator could not help echoing the lover's 
words: . 

When you do dance I wish you a wave o' the sea 
that you might ever do 
Nothing but that; move still, still so 
And own no other function. 
Miss Anderson’s matron was, of course, less per- 
fect than her maid. The temperament of this 
actress was always marked by a narrowness of 
sympathy. Expansion, let one hope, will come 
with years. And when she returns (for who does 
not come back, who has once tasted theatrical 
triumphs?) shewill be, no doubt, as complete a 
woman as she was once a beautiful gill, owning 
with Hermione the eareer which she broke off 
abruptly with Perdita. 


A Fragment of Babylonian Account of Cre- 
ation. 

The Academy of Nov. 29, 1890, contains a very 
interesting and important communication from 
Mr. Theodore G. Pinches, the accomplished Assyr- 
iologist of the British Museum. In the collec- 
tions brought to the museum by Mr. Rassam he 
has found a clay tablet, with a bilingual inscrip- 
tion, an incantation-text, of the obverse of which 
he offers a translation to a certain extent pro- 
visional.” This turns out to be a new vorsion of 
the Babylonian creation-history, presenting curi- 
ous resemblances to the account in Genesis ii. It 
begins by saying that there was a time when 
the glorious house of the gods had not been 
made, nor any plant, tree, brick, beam, house, or 
city, nor Niffer nor Erech. nor the abyss, nor 
Eridu; then on a certain day Marduk made Eridu, 
Esagila within the abyss, Babylon, the gods, the 
spirits of earth, the 1 city of the qos. earth 
and water, mankind, wild beasts, the Tigris and 
the Euphrates, plants, lands and marshes, and 
domestic animals. The text is unfortunately im- 
perfect, though Mr. Pinches thinks that not much 
of importance is lost. The creation-texts hith- 
erto published derive all 12 from the primi- 
tive water, and in general follow the line of the 
account in Genesis i.; the new text, in its outline, 
reminds us strongly of the very different nar- 
rative of Gen. II., especially in t the crea- 
tion of man does not follow. but precedes that of 
beasts and plants. The “seat of joy of heart” in 
which the gods are made to dwell, appears to 
connect itself with the Eden of Genesis. It had 
been surmised that such a Babylonian creation- 
history existed, and this inscription may be said 
to make the surmise a certainty. Whether the 
story in Gen. ii. is old Hebrew or is borrowed 
from Babylonian sources is a point on which 
Biblical critics are not at one; but of the close 
connection between the Babylonian and Hebrew 
histories there can be no doubt. As to the rela- 
tion between the two versions (the two Baby- 
lonian that correspond to Gen. 1. and n. ii.), 
Mr. Pinches thinks that the latter belongs to the 
mystery-loving, incantation-using Akkadians, and 
the former to the poetic, legend-loving Semitic 
Babylonians. On this delicate and much 
puted question it might be rash to venture an 
opinion, but we may hope that new discoveries 
will without long delay supply material which 
will make decision easier. All persons interes 
in the subject will feel grateful to Mr. Pinches 
for this new contribution to our knowledge. He 
will no doubt publish the cuniform text imme- 
diately. 
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Mutually Unsatisfactory.

NEW BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


New York, Jan. 22.—[Special Correspondence. ] 
—The February number of the North American Re- 
view will not publish Walt Whitman’s paper on 
American literature. More timely, but I should 
hesitate to say more interesting, papers have 

its publication another month. The 
feature of the number from one point of view will 
be the symposium on the battle of Gettysburg by 
half a dozen of the Generals who were engaged in 
the fight, the Count of Paris leading off. From 
another point of view will be the articles by Ouida 
and Father [gnatius, in which the former argues 
that Christianity is a failure, while the latter re- 
futes the charge. It is a curious duel. The 
author of “Strathmore,” “Tricotrin,” and 
other worldly novels against the Episcopal monk ! 

I have been permitted to glance at the proof- 
sheets of these papers, which will not be pub- 
lished before the first of the month. In the 
plain-speaking manner usual with her 
Ouida entitles her challenge “The Impo- 
tence of Christianity.“ Very soon, as the 
history of the world counts time, Christianity 
will have completed the 2000th year of its ex- 
istence, To live and spread as it has done she ad- 
mits that it must have some vital force within 
itself superior to the powers possessed by other 
creeds. It must have suited the human race bet- 
terthan the religion of Mohammed or Israel. 
One reason for this is that it is a socialistic creed. 
The most “ pious” of all sects are also the most 
democratic. ‘* Protestantism,” she argues, was 
the democratic daughter of the Papacy, but the 
Papacy was also a democrat when it made it pos- 
sible for a swineherd to hold the keys of St. Peter, 
and for a Becket to rule a Plantagenet, for a Wol- 
sey to rule a Tudor.” The feudal Lords who “shout- 
ed Christian war eries and the despotic Kings who 
swore by “the holy rood were wholly uncon- 
scious that in the creed they cherished there were 
the germs of the democratic influences which 
would in time to eome undermine thrones and 
make aristocracy an empty name: they did not 
know that in “Clement Marot’s psalm-books and 
in Wycliffe’s Bible there lay folded that which 
would in time to come bring forth the thesis of 
Bakounine and the demands of the Knights of 
Labor.” Ouida is nothing if not picturesque even 
in a religious discussion. After proving (to her 
own satisfaction) that Christianity will be 
wholly powerless to restrain the results in 
“what it has inspired in the way of 
socjalistic doctrines she insists that it is the most 
powerless thing on earth, even though sover- 
eigns are still consecrated, multitudes still bap- 
tized, parliaments and tribunals still opened, and 
countless churches and cathedrals still builded in 
its name. It has become a shibboleth, a husk, a 
robe with no heart beating within it, a winged 
angel carved in dead wood. It has said that it is 
almost impossible for the rich man to be just or 
inherit the Kingdom of Heaven; the Anarchists 
insist that it is utterly impossible and will, if they 
can, cast the rich man into hell on earth.“ 

Christianity nas opened the floodgates of so- 
cialism, but it will not have any power in itself to 
close them again. After a line of argument that 
would do credit to Col. Robert G. Ingersoll Ouida 
says, apparently without fear of contradiction, 
Christianity is a formula; it is nothing more.“ 
And she adds fiercely : 

The nations in which daily services in its honor 
are said in thousands and tens of thousands of 
cathedrals and churches sell opium to Chinese, 
cheat and slay red Indians, slaughter with every 
brutality the peaceful natives of Tonquin and 
Anam, carry fire and sword into Central Asia, 
kill Africans like ants on expeditions, and keep a 
whole populace in the grip of military service 
from the Spree to the Elbe, from the Seine to the 
Heva. Whether the nation be Engiand, America, 
France, Russia, or Germany the fact is the same; 
with the gospels on its reading-desks and their 
shibboleth on its lips, every nation practically 
follows the lusts and passions of its human greeds 
for possession of territory and increase of treas- 
ure. Not one amongst them is better in this mat- 
ter than another. rupp guns, shrapne! shells, 
nitro-glycerine, and submarine torpedoes are the 
practical issues of evangelicism all over the civil- 
ized world. And the nations are so sublimely un- 
conscious of their own hypocrisy that they have 
blessings on their warfare pronounced by their 
ecclesiastics, and implore the Lord of Hosts for 
his sympathy before sending out armored cruis 
ers. 


But is it quite fair to call Christianity a failure 
because politicians have the upper hand? The 
people who do these things that Ouida enumerates 
are not Christians. They may have been born of 
Christian parents and they may make profession 
of Christianity, but if they do this with one hand 
and lie and cheat and murder with the other 
they are hypocrites and they are not ‘sublimely 
unconscious of their own hypocrisy.“ No one is 
better aware of it than they, but being hypo- 
crites they wrap their cloaks about them and say, 
„Wo are Christians.“ No, Mile. Ouida, you can- 
not make Christianity responsible for all the sins 
of the world. Not only does she accuse Christian- 
ity of all the crimes in the calendar, but she insists 
that it is the enemy of human love.“ After trying 
to prove this she flies at the monasteries, con- 
vents, and even at the marriage rite. She scores 
the Christian religion on every side and works 
herself up into a peroration in which she asks: 
„What will be its future?“ and concludes by say- 
ing that it will either be a nullity, “ as it is now in 
all Nauonal life,“ or a dynamic force allied with 
and ruling through socialism.”’ 

Such an outburst from this emotional woman 
must have left the gentle Protestant monk in a 
surprised frame of mind, but he has 
gone quietly to work to answer it. He com- 
pliments is power and point from an artistic 
point of view,“ and its picturesque savor and 
ring in some of its passages, but from a logical 
point of view he leaves Ouida no legs to stand 
upon. She “ hopelessly confuses the Christianity 
of Christ and the gospels, which is the only relig- 
ion that has the least vestige of a right to use the 
name of Christ, with the mongrel profession 
which the so-called Christian world has comfort- 
ably adapted to its own purposes.”’ 

Father Ignatius insists upon calling her this 
artist or one artist,” thereby putting forward 
her claims to picturesqueness rather than to 
logical reasoning in a manner that will not flatter 
her vanity. He takes up many of her statements 
and shows their falsity by simply holding them to 
the light. In answer to her taunt, “flung reck- 
lessly at the religion of Jesus in the matter of 
human love,“ he makes this impassioned answer: 

A more desperate slash of base ingratitude and 
untruth was surely never penned. What power 
was it that produced the spectacle of our count- 
less pure and lovely homes in England and Amer- 
ica and other lands? What influence was it that 
dawned on the Greek and Roman world and ren- 
dered almost impossible in civilized society such 
scenes as the Satires of Juvenal or the works 


of Plato portray? that elevated women and 


human love to a platform almost divine? Was it 
not the word and spirit of him who at the Cana 
nuptials gave them wine from water and stamped 
with his presence the highest benediction on 
human love? But listen, Ouida, listen. Is it simple 
lust. not love,of which you speak—degrading, 
bestial, cruel lust that gloats upon, then tram- 
ples down, the weak and trusting to a very hell 
on earth? Ah! then tis true, Christianity 1s 
enemy to this for very love of love itself, which is 
from God. Lust never sweetened human life, but 
ever marred its loveliness. Is lust the angel of 
life’? Nay, rather, it is the angel of a livi 
death, the woe that saturates the federation of 
our race. Love is of Lust dares to dese- 
crate it and call itself by its fair name, but lust 
wears out at last—love never—and places its 
cursed brand upon the soul and brow of the heart- 
less profligate, man and woman, too, leaving only 
the burning memories of a peaceles life to follow 
the wretched slave ot lust to a gloomy grave. 

It is not hard to refute the superficial arguments 
of Ouida. She writes for effect, and I can imagine 
that she could move a certain class of readers to 
applaud her views set forthin such a flow of 
picturesque words and glowing periods, but the 
same readers, being persons influenced by their 
emotions, will find conviction in every line penned 
by the eloquent monk, whose argument closes the 
case. I have not given more than a summary of 
these articles in the foregoing. They fill many of 
the Review's broad columns, and are likely to call 
forth comment and discussion as soon as they are 
given to the public. 

Mr. Richard Henry Stoddard has one of the 
most interesting collections of autographs in New 
York in his little house on East Fifteenth street. 
beyond Stuyvesant Park. To my mind it is much 
more interesting than the collection of a col- 
lector,” because there isa story connected with 
the acquisition of every autograph. After some 
urging Mr. Stoddard has been induced to “ write 
up” some of his treasures, and the ar 
ticle will appear in the February number of 
Scribner's Magazine under the appetite-whetting 
title, “A Box of Autographs.“ The “box” re- 
ferred to is made of mahogany and stands in Mr. 
Stoddard’s library on the central shelf of a case 
of books which formerly belonged to famous au- 
thors, to whom they were given by their con- 
temporaries and admirers, whose inscriptions still 
remain in fading ink, together with notes, correc- 
tions, and other curious material from the pens 
and pencils of all concerned therein.“ 

But there are other things in this box which, 
however, are only seen by Mr. Stoddard’s eye. 
They are “memories” which are still “ potent 
enough to fill the eye with tears—memories of the 
days when they first came into my hands and of 
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Tell thee charming spring return. 

This is followed by a dit from a letter in the 
large clear hand of Bobby Burns: “I am a Briton 
and must be interested in the cause of liberty; I 
am a man and the rights of human nature cannot 
be indifferent to me.”’ ‘ 

By way of introduction to Mrs. Browning’s auto- 
graph Mr. Stoddard says: 

The heads of most families devoted to more 
solid and lucrative pursuits than the culti- 
vation of letters look one u pens in the 
hands of their ntle dependents; fathers 
and mothers with daughters whom they 
wish to see eli married are averse 
from the production of manuscripts by 
those daughters; husbands protest, and not 
always silently, against wives who noglect the 
duties of their households in the unnecessary cre- 
ation of poems and the useléss manufacture of 
novels: and brothers—but where is the brother 
who, worshiping the dancing sister of his chum, 
does not look with contempt agen his own sister, 
who merely scribbles? Still they persist—these 
sisters, wives, and mothers of ours—and when we 
stop to remember the few great names which 
shine like stars on the bead-roll of thair achieve- 
ments, we honor them for their persistence. The 
best hold their own today against men in the art 
of prose fiction, which they are turning to volu- 
minous account; while the finer spirits among 
them are nearly abreast with their masters in 
the more difficult art of poetry. 

As the handwriting of Mrs. Browning is not a 
familiar one Psend it for reproduction : 
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It is a good hand, thoroughly English, for 
English children are taught to write distinctly 
and without flourishes, and when they grow up 
those who read their manuscript are grateful for 
their early training. Another legible manuscript 
is that of Thackeray, in which there is a complete 
poem, the delightful “Sorrows of Werther.” It 
is like print, only more picturesque, 

In concluding his interestfug paper Mr. Stod- 
dard says: 

The gradual accumulation of treasures like 
these has been a source of satisfaction to me for 
more than thirty years. It —— in 
est in dead authors, brighte my recollection 
of living ones, many of whom are now dead, and 
gave pleasure I think to some of my friends. The 
sums that they cost me. might have been ex- 
pended in books and pictures, of which I have as 
many perhaps as onght to belong to any one man, 
or | might have followed the god Pan into Wall 
street, where] am told the signatures that are 
most sought after are those of the great money- 
kings on certified checks. I am ignorant of these, 
nor do | particularly care for them since I have 
those that I value more in my box of auto- 
graphs. , 

It is an extraordinary thing that Mes 
Mémoires of Alexandre Dumas, pere have never 
been put into English until the present time. 
Perhaps it was the appalling array of books con- 
stituting this autobiography that has heretofore 
frightened off the translator. Ten stout volumes, 
a book double the size of Monte Cristo, were 
filled with M. Dumas’ recollections. It occurred 
to an Englishman, A. F. Davidson, M. A., to con- 
dense the work and make a consecutive story of it 
in this form for English readers. Mr. Davidson 
isan admirer of Dumas and he thinks it a pity 
that the only English biography of him should be 
a reproduction of the malicious stories of the 
soi-disant Eugéne de Mirecourt and other equally 
unsympathetic writers. Except in reviews or 
magazines, English writers have been inclined to 
forget the genius of Dumas in the discussion of 
his personal characteristics. It seemed theh to 
this translator that there was room for an at- 
tempt to present, by means of a course of 
selected extract, the most interesting portion 
of Dumas’ memoirs and the story of his 
life as told by himself. “Mes Memoires,”’ 
while they are primarily a biography of Dumas 
himself, and especially of himself as a man of 
letters, are also a record of the literary life of the 
time. They are, to quote Mr. Davidson, a gal- 
lery of portraits sketched, a storehouse of anec- 
dotes related with that inimitable skill and 
humor which make Dumas the prince of all 
raconteurs—‘the best possible story-teller in 
print.“ The egotism of these memoirs has been 
a subject of reproach, but there are different 
opinions on the limitations of an autobiographer’s 
frankness. If a man is the subject of his own 
book I do not very well see how he can avoid 
making himself a conspicuous figure. Other cap- 
tious critics have wondered at Dumas’ memory, 
that he should be able to write out long dialogues 
after once hearing. But t our own W. J. 
Florence testify in court that he wrote out the 
entire play of Our American Cousin from 
memory after once seeing it performed? 

An amusing memory is of a visit to Talma's 
house with Adolphe de Leuven: . 

_ Talma was at his toilet, but Adolphe was an 
intimate pf the house and they let him in; 
while I, being in Adolphe's retinue, as 
Hernani in that of Charles V., naturally 
walked in behind him. alma was 
very short-sighted. Ido not know whether he 
saw me or not. He was sponging his chest; hi 
hair, I noticed, was very close cut, a fact which 
caused me much perplexity, as I had heard it 
said ascore of times that in Hamlet, when the 
ghost of Hamlet's father appears, Talma’s hair 
might be seen to rise up on his head. It must be 
said that Talma’s aspect, under these conditions, 
was remarkably unpoetic. When, however, he 
drew himself up—when, with his bare torso and 
the lower part of his body wrapped in 
a kind of large woolen mantle, he 
took one of the ends of the mantle, 
drawing it over his shoulder, and thus half-veil- 
ing the chest—there was in this movement some- 
thing majestic that made one tremble. De Leuven 
laid our request before him, and Talma, taking a 
kind of antiquestiletto, at the end of which was a 
pen, signed us an order for two places. It was-a 
member's order. . Then Adolphe told him 
who Il was. At this period I was the son of Gen. 
Alexandre Dumas—merely that. Still that was 
something to start with. Besides Talma recol- 
lected having met my father at St. Gores. 
house. He stretched out his hand to me. I felt 
a great yearning to kiss it. With my 
ideas of the theater Talma was for me 
a —a god unknown, it is true, as 
Jupiter was to Semele, but a god who appeared 
to me in the morning and was going to reveal 
himself in the evening. Our hands touched. A 
Talma! had you been twenty years younger, or 
twenty years older. All the honor was for me, 
a. 1 knew the past, you could not divine 
the future. Had you been told, Talma, that the 
hand you had just touched would write sixty or 
eighty dramas, in each of which you, who all 
our life through were seeking for roles, would 
ave found the material for a marvelous crea- 
tion, would you so easily have let the poor young 
fs covered with blushes at having seen you 
and full of pride at having touched your hand? 
But how, Talma, could you have seen in me what 
I did not see myself? 

This may be egotism, but it is the egotism of a

Queer Wells in Nebraska. 

In Polk County, Nebraska, are many wells 
which exhibit very peculiar phenomona of in- 
termittance.

I should like to 
bring one of these dissolving views before your 
mind’s eye and show you splendid mansion of 
Mr. and Mrs. William C. itney in allthe glow 
and beauty of a “soirée dansante,” fora gor- 
geous house never shows to such advantage as 
when brilliantly lighted and beautifully decorat- 
ed it opens its hospital doors to its guests. 

This Fifth avenue palace is undoubtedly one of 
the finest private structures in New York and in 
beauty of construction and in size may contest 
the palm with any of the Vanderbilt mansions. It 
was built originally by Mrs. Fredeci@ Stevens, 
who was Misa Sampson and one of the richest 
heiressés of the day. The fair Chatelaine, after 
her separation from her husband and subsequent 
marriage to the Duc de Dino, never again inhab- 
ited the stately building, and for several years it 
stood empty. as a house of such magnificent pro- 
portions could naturally find few purchasers. It 
was talked of for sevéral of the clubs, but was 
finally bought by Col. Payne of Cleveland as a 
gift for his sister, Mrs. Whitney. New York society 
had hardly congratulated itself that this beauti- 
ful house was again open when the Whitneys 
flitted to Washington, and once more the doors 
were practically closed. 

Meanwhile numberless rations were carried 
out. and many rare curios added, until now 
there is no private collection in New York that 
can equal its tapestries and old Spanish leathers, 
and a careful study of its walls is an education on 
the subject in itself. 

As you enter the brilliantly-lighted and spacious 
hall from the little entresol, h with tapestries 
and furnished with old carved oak, the view is 
most striking. A fine staircase is always a thing 
of beauty, but when, like the angels in Jacob's 
dream, you see the beautiful women, in their 
perfectly turned out evening gowns and effective 
wraps, ascending and descending it becomes a 
sight worth remembering. 


STAIRCASE IN THE WHITNEY HOUSE, 


As this is purely a decorator’s article you will 
have to fancy for yourself the brilliant crowd re- 
ceived by their gracious mistress and dignified 
host at the entrance of the drawing-room, a 
charming room although somewhat hetero- 
geneous in character. Perhaps it is this very 
melange of styles and epochs that gives it its 
originality. The room is long and of a har- 
monious height (most rooms in New York, by the 
way, are too high, which awkward effect is very 
difficult to overcome), the ceiling is particularly 
effective, being formed by very dark straight 
beams extending across from side to side, the in- 
tervening spaces filled with old gold. The tone 
of the room is crimson and gold 
and the shaded lights give a lovely warmth 
of color which is most becoming 
A door at the west end gives entrance to the ball- 
room, which is quite the most charming room of 
the kind in town. Two large salons have been 
thrown into one apartment, thus making a ball- 
room of noble dimensions. The color of the wood- 
work is cream enamel and gold, which won't be 
a beautiful decoration of itself: but the pride of 
the room is the unique old Beauvais tapestry. 
These beautiful panels were taken from an old 
French chateau, and the room in which they were 
hung was a famous one, even in that land of tap- 
estries. The furniture was woven to match the 
arras, andthe whole room, tapestries, furniture, 
and decoration, was transplanted together to be- 
come part of this beautiful American home. 

At the end of the ball-room there is an exquisite 
little gem of a stage, very small but beautifully 
proportioned, supported by columns of the same 
Italian marble which, with its soft harmony of 
color, blends well with the delicate huegaf the 
arras. The next room en suite is the dining- 
room—here the tone is delicious, The furniture 
is mahogany and gold and heavy mahogany 
wainscoting covers the hall to within a third of 
its height. the remaining portion being filled with 
a series of nearly life-size figures -embossed by 
hand in very old Spanish leather of the 
eighteenth century, which is very unique, being 
the finest leather I have ever seen either in 
Europe or on this side of the Atlantic. The effect 
is of Vandyke paintings, the softness and rich- 
ness of the colors being quite indescribable, and 
the chiaro-oscuro really remarkable. 

The hall and small withdrawing rooms are filied 
with the tapestries which I have already men- 
tioned, but which are too educational and pass 
over without further mention. Two of the finest 
specimens of Gobelin extant are from a set of 
four signed by Cosette. Another Gobelin is of 
the famous Alexander series and represents thé 
entrance of Alexander into Babylon. The orig- 
inal cartoon from which this tapestry was fabri- 
cated was by the painter Charles Le Brun, and is 
to be seen in the gallery of the Louvre. A series 
of four large piéces of Flemish tapestry are taken 
from the pictures of Teniers and represent peas- 
ants skating and fishing. a fair, etc. They are 
among the best of the Flemish work and are 
signed by Daniel Teniers. There are other pieces. 
and also many beautiful embroideries, which well 
deserve mention if time and space permitted.

One owner says that it will be of more benefit 
to the section through which it goes than a 
trunk-line railroad. His neighbor declares 
that it is nothing but an open sewer, and that 
it will be a positive damage to the country. 
One real-estate agent predicts a boom in acre 
prices to follow immediately on the final set- 
tlement of the plans of the Commissioners. 
Another agent equally well informed as to the 
intricate ways of a Chicago boom says the 
work will take far too long to induce specula- 
tive buying. In fact, the interested parties 
are divided almost equally into optimists and 
pessimists, while the general public has ex- 
tremely hazy ideas in regard to the entire 
scheme. 

The character of the canal will largely deter- 
mine the damages or benefits attending its 
construction. A ship canal lined with docks 
and offering inducements for manufacturers 
to locate along its banks would undoubtedly 
benefit not alone the owners of abutting 
property but the entire section through which 
it passes. On the other hand, if the canal is 
simply for drainage purposes, or, as one of the 
interested owners expresses it, an open 
sewer,“ the benefits accruing will be small. 

am interested in a number of tracts 
along both proposed lines of the canal,“ said 
W. M. Le Moyne. In case either of these 
lines is finally adopted I consider that I will 
be benefited. The benefit to the surrounding 
land will be far greater than the construction 
of a first-class railroad. Heavy manufacturers 
will be attracted by the shipping facilities 
offered and the line of the canal will be built 
up like the section adjacent to the Grand Calu- 
met River. The owners of property immedi- 
ately adjoining the canal will have the dock- 
age and wharfage privileges, while the entire 
section will receive direct and indirect bene- 
fits from the new industries brought in.

IS IT CHICAGO OR WAUKEGAN? 


The Location of the Washburn & Moen 
Plant Still Subject to Contingencies. 

“The chances in regard to the location of the 
Washburn & Moen company are nine to one 
against Waukegan,” said a prominent real- 
estate man yesterday. 

The men who have been rushing around 
subsidizing Waukegan liverymen and placing 
every hayfield and garden-patch in sight under 
contract will be rather skeptical in regard to 
this report. If the full details of the magnifi- 
cent offer made by the Canal and Dock com- 
pany were made public they might be more 
easily convinced. 

The Washburn & Moen company does not wish 
to appear as coquettiog with the various towns 
around Chicago, but it undoubtedly has an 
eye to the main chance. The company fully 
realizes its own importance, and the different 
localities which are negotiating with it are be- 
ginning to see that the estimate is not too 
hi 


Joliet has made liberal offers, Waukegan 
has made some offers in case the works of the 
company are located there, but the most 
tempting offer comes from the Calumet re- 
gion. This offer is in such form that if ac- 
cepted the company will secure over three- 
fourths of a mile of river frontage. At pres- 
ent the company owns sixty acres just south 
of the works of the Calumet Iron and Steel 
company on tne west of the Calumet river. 

In speaking of the Waukegan purchase Mr. 
Haines, one of the representatives of the 
company, said the purchase by no means in- 
sures the location of the plant at that point. 

„We have made no agreement with the 
representatives of the town and could go to 
some other place without breaking faith with 
any one, said he. The syndicate in which 
we are represented has purchased between 400 
and 500 acres at Waukegan. This purchase 
will be taken care of whether we locate there 
or not. Iam not at liberty to state what offer 
has been made in the Calumet ion nor the 
tocation of the land offered us. It is a hand- 
fome offer and is based on the fact that our 
location will bring in a population of 10,000 to 
the point where we locate our works.”

Any 
invention or contrivance that gives promise 
of lessening or rendering easier the almost 
countless difficulties of piano technique will 
be welcomed by every person who at any peri- 
od of his or her existence has devoted time, 
labor, and money to the study of the most 
prevalent of instruments.“ 

The Janko keyboard seems to have stood 
the test of theoretical examination and prac- 
tical trial by both critics and pianists, and 
to have been awarded greater commendation 
and more general approval than have any of 
the numerous improvers and revolution- 
izers ’’ which have during the last few years 
been given to the public only to prove, after 
examination and trial, worthless or else pos- 

of no marked advantages over the flat 
keyboard. Whether the invention of Mr. De 
Janko will discover all the numerous advan- 
tages and excellences claimed for it without 
also revealing corresponding shortcomings 
and failings is, of course, a question that time 
alone can answer. 

Among the more striking advantages 
claimed for the new keyboard are: Greater 
freedom in playmg owing to the possibility 
of the player’s producing the same tone in 
three different places on the keyboard; 
smoother, purer legato scale work by virtue 
of the thumb retaining its natural position in 
relation to the fingers, instead of being used 
in the strained, forced manner now unavoid- 
able with the flat keyboard; simplification of 
chord-playing and of transposition by reason 
of the hand having the same position for any 
chord no matter the key; precluding the nec- 
essity of the outward and inward posi- 
tion of the wrist in the playing of long- 


stretched and extended chords, and 
also release from the bent wrist, the 
straight position being rendered si- 


ble by the tilting of the keyboard, and this 
without any lessening of the advantage accru- 
ing from the bending of the wrist; perfect 
adaptability to the performing of fugues and 
all polyphonal compositions and also works 
containing wide interval harmonies and long 
chord stretches ; sibility of playing scales 
in tenths and sixths legato; and last, but by 
no means least, the making perfect repose of 
the pianist at the instrument entirely pos- 
sible by reason of the shortness of the key- 
board, which renders unnecessary the gym- 
nastic exercises which so often are unavoid- 
able in the playing of bravoura pieces.

A Belief That a Dissolution of Parliament 
Is Near at Hand.

DOWNFALL OF A MONK, 


Locked Up on Charges of Stealing Silver 
from a Church, 

Lovuisvitig, Ky., Jan. 22.—A Franciscan 
monk who has exchanged the habiliments of 
his order for the ragged raiment of a tramp 
and his cell in a monastery for one in jail is 
Henry C. Berg, who has been*arrested in this 
city for stealing the silver candlesticks from 
an Episcopal church. Berg's life has been a 
strange one. He is 61 years of age. Forty |

Franciscan monk. Sixteen years later he was | 
transferred to the monastery at Milwaukee, 
where he remained eighteen years.

PROPOSED ADIRONDACK PARK. 


The Forest Commission Reports in Favor 
of Acquiring the Necessary Land, 

Arpany, N. I., Jan 22.—The New York 
State Forest Commission today sent to the 
Legislature its report on the establishment 
of a State Park in the Adirondacks. The re- 
port says that the proposition is made in re- 
sponse to a public demand that the forests 
shall be preserved, and looks to the adoption 
of some plan more efficient than that now in 
vogue to accomplish the purpose. The gross 
area of the Adirondack wilderness, the report 
says, is about 5,000 square miles, or 3,600,000 
acres, including lakes, ponds, and rivers, over- 
flowed lands, clearings, farms, and some vil- 
lages or settlements. Of this gross area the 
State has acquired title, under sundry tax 
sales, to 765,036 acres only, inclusive of water 
and overflowed lands. „This area is in widely 
separated parcels, varying in extent from one- 
quarter of an acre to 70,000 acres, interspersed 
among tracts owned by individuals and cor- 
porations and an unknown number of clubs, 
A park could not be formed from such scat- 
tered tracts; There must be some scheme 
adopted by which an area could be con- 
solidated sufficiently large to render the 
establishment of a park expedient. Only 
two methods have ever been suggested. One 
that the State should condemn and take the 
land necessary to form the — by the exer- 
cise of its right of eminent domain; the other 
that the State should acquire the land by pur- 
chase. The first method, after consideration, 
was looked upon by the commission as of 
doubtful policy and at present as impractic- 
able. The other plan, that ll greeny could 
be easily carried out, provided that the pres- 
ent owners of the lands were wüling to sell 
them, and provided also, if the land could be 
bought, that the State would provide the 
neCess purchase-tnoney—two rather im- 
portant prôvises Some of these lands were 
for sale, others, it was understood, were not in 
the market, or were held at exceedingly high 


e cs 


prices. 

Under the plan suggested by Chap. 475, 
laws of 1887, it is found that the State may 
gradually acquire large areas of land at low 
prices, and so mueh of the land needed for a 
park can be obtained by these methods that a 
comparatively small appropriation will be re- 
— from the State Treasury. From the 

gures thus far ascertained it is thought that 
the cost of the park will not exceed $3,000,000 
to $3,500,000. The commission unanimously 
recommends the passage of a bill.

A picture by Prof. Gue, the leader of the 
Russian realistic painters, entitled What Is 
Truth?” is at present on exhibition in Boston and 
attracting much interest and almost universal 
condemnation. The Saturday Evening Gazette 
says of it: The ghastly realism of Russia has 
stolen all the dignity and gentlentss from the face 
and figure of the Christ. Instead of the man who 
taught his disciples to render good for evil, the 
keynote of whose lesson was, Father, forgive 
them, for they know not what they do,“ the Rus- 
sian artist has presented to the world an un- 
kempt, dirty, fierce-eyed vagabond. The spiteful, 
revengeful figure before Pilate fills the ordinary 
conception ofa Nihilist of the worst class; and 
the realization tnat any Christian could have such 
a conception of the Savior is shocking in the ex- 
treme. The Pilateis a coarse, vulgar man, with 
a head like acriminal and without any sugges- 
tion of the dignity that would make this scene 
impressive. There are fine points, to be 
sure, about the picture; the painting of 
sunlight is marvelously good—so good that 
near the canvas, as. well as across the room, the 
illusion is perfect. Indeed, the vivid sunlight in 
this pi¢ture makes a unique impression, for noth- 
ing so true of its kind has been seen in Boston. 
A painting like this does more harm to the cause 
of realism than hundreds of essays by Mr. Howells 
can possibly remedy. The work of art, music, 
and literature is to raise the aspiring soul by lofty 
ideals and conceptions to higher planes of thought 
and deed. When pictures degrade their subject 
by acruel and impotent attempt after realism, 
they reduce art to as low a level as that to which 
some of the recent so-called ‘realistic novels’ 
have reduced literature.” 

In the gallery of Messrs. Williams & Ever- 
ett in Boston is a picture which is attracting con 
siderable attention. It is entitled, What Is 
Truth?’ and is by the Russian artist, Prof. 
Nicolas Gué, of the Imperial Academy of Fine 
Arts at St. Petersburg and leader of the realistic 
movement in Russian art. The picture illustrates 
the conversation between Jesus and Pilate as 


are life size, and both are standing in the judg- 
ment hall, Jesus in poor attire, his hands bound 
behind his back, and Pilate with a look of triumph 
on his face, as he is about to leave the hall, 
as if he had asked a question to which there was 
no answer. The situation is dramatically depict- 
ed, and there is immense power in the work; but 
it is to be questioned if the artist has not por- 
trayed Jesus in an over-repellant manner: There 
is nothing of patience or of meekness in his face 
or his attitude; on the contrary, he is bitter, re- 
sentful, his sunken eyes gleaming fiercely, hig 
whole aspect full of bitterness and desperation. It 
is tremendously realistic, and leaves an inotfacea- 
ble impression, but it suggests the man hunted to 
death and turning at bay rather than the Son of 
God, calm and peaceful in sight of the culmina- 
tion of the death he came to suffer. But it is 
very extraordinary in the effect it produceg, and 
is decidedly startling and interesting in concep- 
tion and treatment. 


The Museum of Fine Arts in Boston has re- 
ceived the gift of three handsome paintings from 
Mrs. 8. D. Warren of Boston. One is Corot’s 
Forest of Fontainebleau,“ another is Daubiguy's 
After the Storm.“ and the third is an Entomb- 
ment, said to be the work of Cima de Coneg- 
iano. Mr. E. P. Warren, her son, has also given 
a Madonna and Child.“ by Bronzino. Corot's 
painting is that for which he received the’ Legion 
of Honor in 1847. It measures fifty-one inches by 
thirty-five and a half. It hung long in the paint- 
er’s studio, and he refused to sell it, but gave it 
at last to be sold for the benefit of his blind 
friend Anastasi, in whose behalf an effort was 
madeto raise a fund. Mrs. Warren is said to 
have bought it in 1886 for $5,500. 

Among the recent deaths is that of Auguste 
Louis Marie Ottin, the French sculptor, who died 
in the Retreat for Aged Artists and Men of Let- 
ters, founded by the brothers Galignani. in Paris. 
He was born in Paris in 1811 aud was a pupil of 
David d’Angers and the Ecole des Beaux Arts. 
He received the grand prize of sculpture in 1836 
on his Socrates Drinking the Hemlock.” He 
received the decoration of the Legion of Honor. 
Among his important works is the group of 
“Polyphemus Surprising Acis and Galatea,” 
which ornaments the famous Fountaine de 
Medicis in the Luxembourg Gardens in Paris. 

A preliminary catalogue of the Elbridge G. 
Hall collection of casts of sculpture in the Art In- 
stitute has been issued. It is well arranged and 
comprehensive, though intended more for popu- 
lar than stientific reading, as a fuller and more 
authoritative catalogue is in preparation by Mr. 
Alfred Emerson, curator of classical antiquities 
of the museum. The present catalogue was 
largely compiled by Mrs. W. M. R. French. 

The thirteenth annual exhibition of the So- 
ciety of American Artists will be held in the Fifth 
Avenue Galleries, New York, from Monday, April 
27, to Saturday, May 23. The annual Webb prize 
of $300 for the best landscape painted by an Amer- 
ican artist under 40 years of age will be awarded 
by jury. Further information may be had from 
Mr. W. A. Coffin, Secretary, No. 138 West Fifty- 
fifth street. : 

Eugene Lavin, water-colorist and illustrator, 
died recently in Paris. He is one of the men who 
may be said to have outlived himself. He was a 
pupil of Gros and Horace Vernet, and received a 
second-class medal in the Universal Exposition of 
1855, yet he continued to work until his death 
without changing his style. His works are owned 
principally by the Rothschilds and Mme. Denain. 

The funeral of Prof. Schliemann took place 
in Athens Jan. 4. There were present the King, 
Duke of Sparta, and prominent men in politics 
and science. In the evening a meeting was held 
at the house of Prof. Waldstein. Director of the 
American Excavations, where speeches were 
made eulogistic of the dead archwologist. 

The Municipal Council of the City of Paris 
in the séance of Dec. 23 voted the acquisition of 
works of art from the exhibitions of the Champs 
Elysées and Champs de Mare to the amount of 
34,800 francs, 20,000 francs of this sum to be ex- 
pended for statues, and the remainder for pictures, 
drawings, and art metal work.

The total car mileage on the North Side was 
8.74. 100 as compared with 12,215,906 on the West 
Side and 17,598,680 on the South Side. The North 
Side mileage is about equally divided between 
the cable and the horse ears. The cabie-car mile- 
age was 3,455,472. The horse-car mileage was 
3,318,631. The average cost per car per mile was 
16.28 cents as compared with an average of 18.35, 
cents on the West Side and 13.06 cents on the 
South Side line. The cost per mile for the horse- 
car service was 18.532 cents; for the cable service, 
14.13 cents. 

The expenses of operating the cable on the 


North Side can be compared fairly with the oper- 


ations on the South Side, for the North Side line 
was in complete running order all the year. The 
comparison is not favorable to the North Side as 
to expenses. The expenses per mile for operating 
the cable on the South Side were given in the an- 
nual report as 9.65 cents. The comments of the 
North Side management on this comparison is 
that the South Side figures are not to be relied on. 
Much the same claim was made by the South

Side, which put the operating expenses at 55.09 
per cent of che gross receipts. When it comes to 
questioning the accuracy of the eflicial reports

So long as it is claimed by Mr. Yerkes that 
a cable line cannot be operated at less than 1 
cents per car per mile it is plain that there is not 
a chance for a great reduction of expenses on the 
West Side as a result of introducing the cable. 
Of the 12,000,000 miles run on the West Side some- 
thing like 5,000,000 will be run by cable. If the 
saving in operating expenses is 4.5 cents per 
mile the expenses this year might be expected to 
decrease on that account $225,000, or equal to 24 
per cent on the stock. This, of course, is taking 
into account no increase; but, as a matter of fact, 
the increase both on the North and West Sides is 
something phenomenal. ; 

lt can be accepted as an official statement that 
the daily receipts of the North Side road so far 
this year have averaged $800 increase over the 
corresponding days of last year: and that the 
daily increase on the West Side has averaged 
$1,700. All street railway men know that January 
is the poorest month in the year for the business. 
It is reasonable then to presume that at least this 
increase will be kept up during the year. If it is, 
it willshow some comfortable results. An in- 
crease of $800 a day on the North Side means an 
increase in gross receipts of $292,000. Taking 
last year’s ratio of expenses to gross 
receipts, this would be a net increase 
of $131,400, which would make a _  show- 
ing of 13 per cent for the stock. An increase 
of $1,700 per day on the West Side would increase 
the gross income $620,500, and, making operating 
expenses 40 per cent of the income, the net earn- 
ings would be increased $245,200, or an incréase of 
about 2% per cent on the stock. An inciease of 
$1,700 a day seems at first glance to be remarkably 
large, but if the dreams of many of the enthusi- 
astic friends of the West. Side stock are to be 
realized, if the stock isto earn 15 per cent, the 
increase must be even larger than that already 
shown. If the operation of the cable reduces ex- 
penses $215,000, as indicated above, and the in- 
creased traffic adds $25,000 to the net earnings, 
both of which resuits seem probable, the stock 
may earn 11 or 12 per cent.

The following pomted inquiry has been re- 
ceived from a correspondent: , 

“TI think the President of the Chicago City 
railway company alittle off in his report. He 
says they bought 635 horses during the year, at a 
cost of $790,460, an average of $125 per head. So 
tar, so good. But he afterwards substantially 
goes on to say that 268 horses were sold for $34,854, 
which was $24, 257 less than they cost. This would 
make the cost of the 268 horses $59,111, an average 
of a little better than $220 per head, and the sell- 
ing price $130 per head. What kind of stock was 
this whieh cost the company $220 per head and 
sold for $1307’ 

That might be a profitable question for the new 
President to take up in some of his leisure 
time.

A number of wealthy Chicagoans are en- 
aged in the endeavor to bull gas bonds. A 
good many smaller capitalists are inclined to 
take advantage of their efforts and have been 
buying these bonds rather liberally in hopes of 
the profits ofa rise. There isa point in the gas 
situation that it might be worth while for some 
of these investors to consider. The management 
of the Chicago Gas company announces that 
great additions and improvements to the plant 
are necessary. The amount tobe expended for 
that purpose this year has been variously set down 
by different oflicers of the organization at from 
$1,250,000 to $2,500,000, There are sup- 
posed to be outstanding $7,650,000 of Gaslight 
5s and $3,682,000 of Consumers’ 5s. The mortgages 
securing these bonds authorize respectively an 
issue of $10,000,000 and $5,000,000. New bonds may 
at any time be put out to pay for 90 per cent of 
improvements. There may yet be issued in this 
way $2,450.000 Gaslight 5s and $1,315,000 Consum- 
ers’ bs. All that is necessary to have the trustee 
issue these bonds is for the directors to instruct 
the trustee todoso and the company’s engineer 
to certify that the necessary additions or improve- 
ments have been made. The management of the 
Chicago Gas company professes that it has no in- 
tention of issuing these bonds. Judging from 
the strict correétness of 9 all past utter- 
ances coming from the management. there 
is nothing left, of course, but to believe that no 
bohds will be issued; but if the gentlemen who 
are engaged in trying to put up the price find 
after a weary effort that they have only been tak- 
ing a few million bonds off the gas company’s 
hands the experience would not be unlike some 
other experiences in gas affairs. If $1,000,000 or 
$2,000,000 is to be immediately spent for improve- 
ments, where isthe money coming from? Is it 
hardly to be supposed that it is all coming from 
net earnings; particularly as Mr. Billings says that 
net earnings are not large enough to longer pay 
dividends? °

The first of the “ Industrials to feel any 
activity and advance has been Stre et’s Stable-Car 
stock. It has been one of the most active stocks 
of the week and scored asharp advance, the rea- 
son being the results shown by the annual report. 
All the industrial stocks have been weighted down 
by the public persisting that it knew nothing 
about them. They have hardly merited that. for 
some of the companies have offered exceptionally 
complete informati to any one entitled to it. 
This Street’s Stable-Car stock has in it specu- 
lative possibilities. It is true that there are 
a good many bear points. One of these 
is that the commonn stock has little 
tangible property behind it. On the 
balance sheet $3,767,723 are represented by Fran- 
chises and Patents.“ The car account is repre 
sented by $2,144,000, though the 3,000 cars of the 
company can hardly be worth over $500 each, or 
$1,500,000. Aninvestor may as well make up his 
mind that there is not much use of bis looking for 
tangible assets behind the common stock, but 
there is an earning capacity behind it, and that is 
the essential thing. The earnings are on a basis 
that will make the stock sell for much more 
money if they can be maintained. The long-time 
contracts that are being made indicate a fair 
chance certainly of maintaining earnings. 
The humane considerations are a large factor 
in the introduction and continued use of these 
cars. The tendency of legislation is in their favor. 
The shipper finds them profitable. But apart 
from all that there is an important economic idea 
in this system of car service. The fact that thon- 
sands of cars can be used in the Northern section 
of the country in one season and transferred to 
the South and another system of roads and kept 
busy through the rest of the year is a 
matter of much economy. The position of the 
Street’s Stable Car company today is much the 
game in some ways as was the position of the Pull- 
man Palace Car company a good many years ago. 
Almost any one conld have built sleeping-cars, 
and almost any one can build improved stock- 
cars. The patents do not amount to a great deal. 
The future value of the stock really depends on 
the ability of the company’s managers to make 
lasting contracts with the railroadcompanies. If 
they are successful in that direction the stock has 
an immense future. If they are not it is practi- 
cally worthless. Their experience so far war- 
rants 2 belief that they are to be successful.
